We  hare  Eoglish  news  from  the  1st  to  the 
7th  of  Jane.  The  Weekly  Despatch  is  horrified 
at  the  tarn  which  things  are  taking  in  the 
United  States.  ■  The  eye  will  not  turn  away 
it  says,  -  from  the  existing  and  terrible  scene 
which  is  exhibited  in  the  American  civil  war. 
The  great  desolations  and  miseries  of  mankind 
compel  os,  with  a  providential  instinct,  to 
think  first  or  them.  There  is  nothing  that  one 
would  choose  to  dwell  upon  in  this  topic,  were 
there  any  choice  about  it."   Mr.  Bright,  in  a 
recent  speech  at  Birmingham,  lays  the  entire 
blame  to  the  institution  of  slavery,  which 
ought  to  have  been  abolished  fifty  or  seventy 
years  ago.   The  Despatcli  acknowledges  the 
truth  of  this  as  a  mere  fact,  but  urges  that  the 
world  were  not  then  convinced  that  slavery  is 
a  crime,  and  that  in  the  North  as  well  as  in 
the  Sontb  Conviction  is  not  yet  established. 
Mr.  Cobdeo  has  deplored  the  war  in  the  House 
with  reference  to  the  prevailing  and  increas- 
ing distress  in  Lancashire.   "  Wo  have  now  " 
he  orges,  "  a  crisis  to  contend  with  which 
affects  the  various  interests  of  the  nation.  It 
affects  the  industry  which,  more  than  any 
thing  else,  carried  as  through  the  great  war 
with  France,  and  which  is  the  great  source  of 
oar  prosperity.   Depend  upon  it,  if  the  cotton 
trade  falls  to  the  ground,  everything  else  falls 
with  it."  This  is  a  new  idea,  and  the  House 
laughs.   Mr.  Cobden  has  lived  among  cotton 

all  bis  life,  owes  his  reputation  in  a  great 
measure  to  cotton,  so  it  is  no  wonder  that  he 
exaggerates  matters  a  little.  The  fact  of  the 
matter  is,  that  no  one  dares  expend  much 
capital  in  growing  cotton  for  fear  that  the 
United  States,  on  the  conclusion  of  the  civil 
war,  should  again  supply  the  world.  But  why 
this  fear  ?  "  Subscribe  the  capital,"  says  the 
Despatch, "  and  write  it  off  as  a  bad  debt." 

The  International  Exhibition  was  not  affect- 
ed by  Derby  duy,  that  national  holiday  in  Eng- 
land, whose  events  cause  such  untold  heaps  of 
«gold  to  change  hands  throughout  those  domi- 
nions on  which  the  snn  never  sets.   Mr.  Dis- 
raeli's advice  to  the  faithful  Commons  on  the 
great  eve  was  to  go  homo  and  prepare  for  the

They  little  knew  that 
another  "  sensation  soene"  was  going  on  in 
the  weighing-house,  and  that  it  was  only  by 
bringing  the  bridle  that  the  weight  of  Par- 
sons (the  boy  who  looks  after  the  colt)  could 
be  made  np.   Mr.  Shewin,  the  owner  of 
Caractacus,  was  originally  a  veterinary  sur- 
geon at  Bugby,  and  is  well  known  in  the 
King  as  a  book-maker.    The  adroitness  of 
Lord  Palmerston  saved  on  Derby  eve  a 
ministerial  crisis.  Lord  Palmerston's  amend- 
ment on  a  motion  of  Mr.  Stansfield  in  favor 
of  a  reduction  of  expenditure  was  thus  car- 
ried by  a  vote  of  367  to  65.  The  event  rested 
on  the  withdrawal  of  an  amendment  by  Mr. 
Walpole,  and  as  Mr.  D'Israeli  remarked, 
"  the  favorite  bolted."   Had  ministers  been 
beaten  they  would  have  appealed  to  the 
country,  and  the  Opposition  were  in  no  hu- 
mor for  a  general  election.   If  the  ministry 
had  been  defeated,  it  wonld  have  been  ow- 
ing to  a  coalition  on  the  pert  of  Conserva- 
tives end  Radical  Reformers.  It  is  impos- 


The  Gas-works  at  Rock  Bay  are  approach- 
ing  completion,  and  shortly  we  hope  to  have 
the  [pleasure  of  announcing  the  lighting  of 
the  town  with  gas.   The  company  have  met 
with  numerous  drawbacks  since  itsorganiza- 
tion ;  but  have  at  last  triumphed  over  all  dif- 
ficulties, and  will  soon  have  the  satisfaction 
of  seeing  their  enterprise  and  energy  crown- 
ed with  the  success  which  they  merit.  The 
Works  are  situated  at  the  foot  of  Store  and 
Government  streets,  on  Rock  Bay,  and  the 
site  comprises  about  two  acres  of  ground— 
one-third  of  which  is  redeemed  or  made 
land  and  is  protected  from  the  encroachment 
of  the  water  of  the  bay  by  a  strong  levee  or 
water-front.   At  the  western  terminus  of  the 
levee,  extending  into  the  bay  200  feet  with  a 
width  of  36  feel,  is  a  substantial  wharf,  at 
which  small  craft  may  lie  and  discharge  car- 
goes  of  coal,  &c.    At  the  eastern  end  of  the 
premises  is  a  storehouse  capable  of  contain- 
ing from  150  to  200  tons  of  coal.    Here  the 
coal  from  which  gas  will  be  generated  will 
be  stored,  in  order  that  it  may  be  perfectly 
dry  when  required  for  use,  moisture  in  coal 
causing  additional  expense  in  the  matter  of 
fuel  while  nndergoing  distillation.    The  re- 
tort-house is  70  feet  long  by  30 feet  wide,  and 
contains  three  ovens  with  three  retorts  each. 
The  coal  is  placed  in  the  retorts,  fires  started 
in  the  furnaces,  and  the  process  of  generat- 
ing gas  commences.    As  the  gas  is  distilled 
it  passes  through  vertical  iron  tabes,  known 
as  the  "  ascension  pipes,"  into  an  hydraulic 
main  filled  with  water,  and  from  thence  is 
led  in  a  pipe  to  the  tar-well,  into  which  the 
loose  tar,arnnioniacal  liquor,  and  other  impu- 
rities common  to  bituminous  coal. are  drained 
off.   The  gas  then  passes  into  a  "  scrub- 
her,"  (so  called  because  it  washes  the  gas) 
in  the  bottom  of  which  is  placed  a  perforated 
with  charcoal;    a  shower  of  water 


By  the  arrival  of  the  mail  steamer  yester- 
day we  have  despatches  from  the  seat  of 
war  to  the  18th  inst.,  but  beyond  the  usual 
amount  of  guerrilla  fighting  and  the  exten- 
sive preparations  going  on  for  the  prosecution 
of  the  war,  there  is  but  little  of  interest  to 
lay  before  our  readers.

Gen.  Curtis  is  advancing  on 
Little  Rook.  Ark.  He  has  been  victorious  in 
several  fights  and  taken  Helena,  a  small 
country  town.    The  rebels  are  taking  advan- 
tage of  the  absence  of  any  very  largo  force 
of  U.  S.  troops  in  northern  Tennessee,  have 
taken  Murfrecsboro'  and  are  advancing  on 
Nashville.  In  Kentucky  the  guerrilla  bands 
ate  playing  sad  havoo  with  loyal  country 
people.    Reinforcements  are  daily  reaching 
MoClellan,  and  James  River  is  covered  with 
Federal  transports.

European  datea  to  July  3d  have  reached 
New  York. 

A  leader  of  the  London  Times  on  Amer- 
ican affairs  says  that  four  main  armies  have 
advanced  into  Confederate  territory,  and 
half  a  dozen  expeditions  have  fastened 
themselvea  on  the  coast,  yet  the  South  is 
unconquered.  It  is  demonstrated  that  the 
Federals  can  only  effect  their  purpose  by 
gigantic  expenditure  far  more  lavish  than 
that  of  the  past  12  month*.  Referring  to 
the  theory  that  government  derivea  powers 
from  the  consent  of  the  governed,  the  Times 
says  the  North  now  talks  of  conquest,  con- 
fiscation and  military  colonies  with  all  the 
readiness  of  an  Austrian  commandant;  but

forced  down  a  pipe  through  which  the  gas 
has  to  pass  for  farther  purification,  and  then 
into  atmospheric  condensers,  through  a  se- 
ries of  pipes,  where  it  is  cooled.    In  this 
process  the  greater  portion  of  the  tar  is  sepa- 
rated from  the  gas.    The  gas  then  goes  into 
the  purifying-house,  which  is  furnished  with 
four  purifiers,  each  five  feet  square.  In 
these  purifiers  are  perforated  trays,  on  which 
dry  lime  is  placed,  and  the  gas  passing 
through  the  purifiers  and  being  brought  in 
contact  with  the  lime,  finally  parts  with  its 
impurities.    Connected  with  the  purifiers 
is  a  water-valve,  by  which  the  gas  may  be 
turned  in  the  purifiers  at  the  pleasure  of  the 
operator.    This  water-valve  is  regulated 
and  worked  by  means  of  a  screw.  It  lessens 
the  liability  of  an  escape  of  gas,  and  is  a 
great  time  and  labor  saver.  From  the  purify- 
ing-house the  gas  is  passed  into  the  station- 
metre  in  the  offioe.    The  s:ation-metre  is 
furnished  with  a  time-piece  and  self-regis- 
tering tell-tale,  which  will  indicate  by 
means  of  a  pencil  and  oard,  the  exact 
amount  of  work  done  at  any  given, time 
and  bow  many  feet  of  gas  are  being  manufac- 
tured, thereby  giviog  the  manager  perfect 
knowledge  of  what  is  going  on  in  the  remotest 
portion  of  the  Works,  at  any  time  during 
night  or  day.   After  leaving  the  station-metre 
the  gas  enters  the  gas-holder  in  the  tank,  (42 
feet  in  diameter  and  18  feet  deep)  attached  to 
six  cast-iron  columns  and  girders  with  pulleys 
and  weights.  The  tank  is  a  brick-work  lard 
and  plastered  in  cement,  43  feet  6  inches  in 
diameter  and  18  feet  deep.   It  is  filled  With 
water,  and  the  gas  is  eontained  in  the  holder, 
between  the  crown  of  the  latter  and  the  water. 
The  holder  has  no  bottom,  and  sits  on  the  water 
like  a  cap  or  pot-lid.   As  the  quantity  or  gas 
generated  increases  or  decreases,  the  holder 
rises  or  falls,  its  movements  being  regnlatcd  by 
the  quantity  of  gas  forced  into  it.   From  the 
holder  the  gas  returns  to  the  office  and  passes 
through  the  governor  into  the  main  pipe  for 
the  supply  of  the  town,  the  governor  regulating 
the  pressure  at  which  the  gas  is  sent  for  the 
supply  of  the  town.   The  office-building  has  an 
office,  Director's  room,  and  rooms  for  the 
manager.   On  the  ground  are  fifty  handsome 
street  lamp  pillars,  ready  for  erecting  when 
the  City  Fathers,  shortly  to  be  created,  shall 
order  the  town  to  be  lighted.  The  machinery 
and  other  apparatus  was  mode  at  the  works  of 
James  Mill  &  Son,  Edinburgh,  Scotland,  and, 
so  far  as  our  inexperienced  observation  extends, 
is  complete,  and  will  rally  meet  the  expecta- 
tions of  all  concerned.  The  capacity  of  the 
Works,  when  completed,  will  be  sufficient  to 
supply  a  town  ten  times  the  size  of  Victoria. 
The  erection  of  the  Works  has  been  under  the 
immediate  superintendence  of  Mr.  John  J. 
Cochrane,  the  engineer  of  the  Gas  Company,  by 
whom  they  were  " 


It  is  reported  that  Com.  Farrngut  has  con- 
fiscated, by  ordtr  of  Gen.  Butler,  3,000  slaves 
employed  on  the  Vicksburg  Canal. 

Now  Orleana  advices  state  that  Governor 
Moore  of  Louisiana,  has  issued  a  proclama- 
tion urging  the  destruction  of  steamers,  rather 
than  allow  them  to  fall  into  our  hands.  He 
eulogised  Mumford,  who  was  executed  by 
Butler  for  hauling  down  the  American  flag, 
as  a  martyr,  and  says  the  Southern  indepen- 
dence is  certain.  He  had  removed  the 
capital  to  Opelousns.  Bat  few  cases  of 
yellow  fever  have  occurred. 

A  Federal  prisoner,  escaped  from  Rich- 
mood,  estimates  the  number  of  the  rebel 

direotion  of  Petersburg  had  been  arriving 
for  the  previous  ten  days,  whioh  were  said 
to  be  from  the  coast.  Beauregard  has  been 
very  sick  at  Richmond  for  several  weeks. 

A  gunboat  on  the  plan  of  the  Merriroao, 
though  smaller,  is  rapidly  approaching  com- 
pletion at  Richmond.    Some  difficulty  ia 
experienced  in  obtaining  iron  for  the  armor. 
The  obstructions  in  the  James  River  are  con- 
siderably weakened  by  the  recent  freshets. 
Fort  Darling  has  been  greatly  strengthened. 
The  whole  division  of  the  army  crossed 
James  River  to  assist  in  its  defence  against 
the  army  of  the  Federal  land  forces.  Gen. 
Jackson's  forces  bad  moved  in  the  direotion 
of  Fredericksburg,  and  the  greatest  confi- 
dence is  felt  in  Richmond  among  the  rebels 
in  their  ability  to  destroy  McClellan's  army. 
Those  who  bad  sent  their  families  away 
were  bringing  them  back,  but  Union  men 
were  confidently  secure  in  the  city.  The 
23  cannon  captured  by  the  rebels  in  the 
recent  battles  were  all  light  pieces. 
Hal  leek  is  still  "  resting  "  at  Corinth. 
In  the  House,  the  Select  Committee  on 
Gradual  Emancipation  and  the  President's 
Message,  reported  a  bill  that  whenever  the 
President  shall  be  satisfied  that  Maryland, 
Delaware,  Kentucky,  Tennessee  or  Missouri 
has  adopted  measures  for  the  emancipation 
of  the  slaves  throughout  either  or  all  of  these 
State.*,  the  President  and  Secretary  of  the 
Treasury  shall  deliver  to  such  Slate  bonds 
equal  in  valuation  to  the  slaves  according  to 
the  census  of  i860,  provided  that  no  compen- 
sation shall  be  made  to  any  State  which  has 
aided  the  present  rebellion.    The  bonds  to  be 
delivered  are  not  to  exceed  the  aggregate  of 
S  180,000,000.    For  the  purpose  of  settling 
slaves  beyond  the  limits  of  the  United  States, 
the  sum  of  $20,000  is  appropriated  to  be  ex- 
pended in  colonization,  at  the  discretion  of 
the  President.   This  act  not  to  compel  any 
State  to  pass  a  law  of  emancipation  within 
five  years.    The  bill  also  provides  for  com- 
plete emancipation  within  twenty  years. 
The  State  receiving  bonds  and  afterwards 
tolerating  slavery  shall  refund  all  principal 
and  interest.    The  bill  was  referred  to  the 
Committee  of  the  Whole  on  the  state  of  the 
Union. 

The  British  steamer  Ann  baa  just  arrived  at 
New  York  as  a  priae.  She  was  discovered 
under  the  guns  of  Fort  Morgan,  in  Mobile 
Bay,  unloading  cannon  and  gunpowder.  Toe 
Susquehanna  and.  the  gunboat  Kanawha  sailed 
into  the  bay.  The  former  engaged  the  forts, 
while  the  latter  succeeded  in  catting  ont  tho 
British  neutral  vessel.  The  crsw  of  the  Anu 
deserted,  after  trying  to  sink  her  cargo,  con- 
sisting of  gunpowder,  arms,  cartridges,  Ac. 

It  is  rumored  that  Jackson  has  returned  to 
Shenandoah  Valley. 

Cotton  buying  is  still  going  on  in  Missis- 
sippi. The  Confiscation  Bill  has  passed  both 
Houses  of  Congress.  The  British  steamer 
Emily  has  been  captured  off  Bull  Bay,  S.  C. 
It  is  reported  that  the  rebels  have  captured 
Baton  Rouge,  Sa„  from  the  Federals.  The 
wafer  has  been  let  in  to  the  artificial  canal  at 
Vicksburg,  but  has  not  had  the  desired  effect 
The  bombardment  of  the  town  continues. 

The  Senate  has  passed  a  drafting  bill,  by 
which  the  President  Is  authorized  to  call  out 
the  entire  militia  of  tho  country  for  a  period 
not  exceeding  nine  months.  The  bill  also  pro- 
vides for  the  use  of  the  slaves  of  rebels  in  the 
army,  and  giving  them  freedom  in  considera- 
tion* of  their  services.  The  House  passed  a  bill 
abolishing  Congressional  mileage  and  extend- 
ing its  provisions  to  the  present  Congress. 

During  a  thunder  storm  a  number  of  rebel 
prisoners  confined  at  Camp  Morton,  Indiana- 
polis, attemped  to  escape  ;  five  were  killed  and 
a  number  severely  wounded,  some  of  whom 
have  since  died.  Several  were  recaptured.  It 
is  not  known  how  many  escaped.  Scouts  are 
on  their  track. 

The  Petersburg  Express,  of  July  lltb,  re- 
ports the  shelling  of  Hamilton,  N.  C,  by  the 
Federal  gunboats.  It  also  announces  the  death 
of  Major  Austin  E.  Smith?  formerly  Navy 
Agent  at  San  Francisco,  from  wounds  received

The  Daily  News  editorially  denounces 
the  sarcasms  and  mischievous  malignity  of 
the  Times  for  its  pharisaical  and  ill-timed 
allusions  to  America  in  this  bei  hour  of 
trouble. 

The  Morning  Star  also  denounces  the 
Times  for  its  attack  on  American  sensibili- 
ties on  the  most  saered  of  all  days  to  the 
American  people ;  and  hopes  that  Ameri- 
cans will  treat  the  insoleuoe  of  the  on-Eng- 
lish writer  with  disdain.  It  also  says  that 
the  writer  is  not  more  an  enemy  to  their 
country  than  a  disgrace  to  bis  own. 

Tho  Morning  Herald  urges  that  the  prose- 
cution of  the  war  in  America  and  the  cele- 
bration of  the  4th  of  July  constitute  as  glar- 
ing a  case  as  was  ever  alleged  against  any 
civilized  nation ;  and  the  mere  reading  of 
the  Declaration  of  Independence  should  suf- 
fice to  condemn  the  invasion  of  the  Confed- 
erate States  as  utterly  inexcusable  in  princi- 
ple and  erroneous  in  policy. 

The  Kpoeha,  of  Madrid,  says  that  the 
Spanish  Government  has  received  most  sat- 
iafactoiy  communications  from  Washington, 
as  to  the  favorable  effect  produced  upon  the 
Mexican  States  by  the  disinterested  policy 
which  Spain  has  adopted  towards  Mexico. 
At  present  calculations,  the  Cabinets  of  Mad- 
rid and  Washington  are  most  cordial. 

Lord  Palmerston,  in  Parliament,  reiterated 
his  declaration  against  the  feasability  of  me- 
diation in  American  affairs  at  present.  He 
contends  that  what  is  wanted  is,  that  each 
party  be  brought  to  apprehend  its  real  in- 
terest. When  that  is  seen,  nothing  will 
prevent  a  conclusive  peace }  but  every  word 
spoken  in  high  places,  tending  to  foreign  in- 
tervention, delays  its  consummation. 

The  Paris  correspondent  of  the  limes  says 
that  dissatisfaction  is  expressed.  Letters 
from  Mexico  contain  the  same  feeling.  The 
French  Commandant's  official  report  of  the 
Guadalupe  affairs,  admits  his  defeat,  owlug  to 
illusions  and  false  information. 


China.— Dates  are  to  the  lGth  May.  The 
Hongkong  Free  Press  complains  of  interfer- 
ence by  the  English  and  French  troops  with 
the  Taiping  rebels  before  Shanghai,  and 
says  that  the  matter  now  wears  a  very 
serious  aspect.   It  seems  that  the  rebels 
stipulated  that  they  would  not  attack  the 
city,  but  the  Allies  had  made  tho  place  a 
harbor  for  imperial  refugees  and  the  Tai- 
pings  contended  that  they  were  justified  in 
besieging  the  place.  It  was  anticipated  that 
English  commerce  would  suffer  in  conse- 
quence of  the  intervention.    However,  the 
Europeans  cleared   the  neighborhood  of 
Shanghai  of  the  rebels,  and  afterwards  took 
an  old  rebel  stronghold  called  Kahding,  25 
miles  distant.    It  further  appears  to  be  the 
intention  of  the  British  to  act  henceforward 
with  the  Imperialists  against  the  insurgents. 

The  Press  says  that  the  object  of  the  Jap- 
anese embassy  in  visiting  Europe  was  to  effect 
a  postponement  of  the  treaty  rights  whereby 
several  porta  should  have  been  opened  to  trade 
on  the  first  of  January  last.  The  Russians 
have  been  exercising  an  extended  authority  in 
the  northern  part  of  Japan,  and  the  British  re- 
quire aa  a  consideration  for  the  postponement 
of  the  treaty  equal  privileges  with  the  Rus- 
sians. A  protest  had  been  sent  to  London  by 
the  British  merchants.

On  July  10,  Mr.  Moore  opens  his  letter  to 
say  that  "  we  struck  the  gold  lead  at  coon 
to-day  and  this  afternoon  have  taken  out  15 
and  3-lGth  ounces  of  dust."  A  gentleman 
who  came  passenger  on  the  Caledonia  in- 
forms us  that  he  saw  the  dust  from  Moore's 
claim  weighed  and  corroborates  his  state- 
ment. He  adds  that  he  saw  dirt  taken  from 
the  same  shaft  in  which  the  nuggets  were 
plainly  visible.  There  is  no  doubt  enter- 
tained but  Major  Downie,  Mr.  Moore,  and 
many  others,  have  made  their  piles.

This,  how- 
over,  is  an  old  idea.  There  was  a  "  strike  " 
among  the  colliers  nt  Newcastle,  which  pro- 
mised to  be  soon  settled  by  the  coal-owner, 
acceding  to  the  demand  of  miners.

Wednesday  the  Incorporation  bill  was  sent 
down  to  the  House  by  the  Council  with  en 
amendment.  All  that  remains  to  be  done 
in  order  to  make  it  law  is  for  the  Assembly 
to  concut,  and  tbe  Governor  to  affix  bis 
assent.  In  all  probability  these  two  events 
will  transpire  next  week.  Tbe  work  will 
then  devolve  on  the  electors  to  organize  a 
Town  Counoil.  They  may  as  well  get 
ready  as  quickly  as  possible  to  elect  good 
City  Fathers — men  oapable  of  carrying  out 
tbe  wishes  of  our  citizens.  The  Act  will 
go  into  operation  fourteen  days  after  it  be- 
comes law.  If  the  bill  should  be  passed 
next  week,  the  Town  election  will  come  off 
in  about  three  weeks  from  the  present 
time. 

The  Town  is  divided  into  three  Wards 
▼is. :  James  Bay  Ward,  Yates  street  Ward, 
and  Johnson  street  Ward.   If  any  one  will 
take  up  Waddington's  map  of  tbe  town, 
published  in  1859,  he  will  readily  learn  tbe 
boundaries  of  the  Wards.   Except  they  do 
so,  it  will  be  next  to  impossible.  Fort  street, 
from  the  water's  edge  to  its  eastern  end, 
divides  Yates  street  Ward  from  James  Bay 
Ward.   AU  the  sqnsres  laid  nfl  in  In  lota  an 
Waddington's  map,  from  Fort  street  out  to 
the  Park  and  around  tbe  southern  side  of 
the  harbor,  are  included  in  tbe  James  Bay 
Ward.    But  Beaoon  Hill  Park  and  the  land 
nolnded  in  what  is  usually  known  as  the 
Hudson  Bay  Farm  are  outside  the  town 
limit*.    Yates  street  Ward  follows  up  the 
whole  north  side  of  Fort  street;  thence  along 
the  eastern  boundary  of  the  town  on  Wad 
dington's  map;  thence  down  through  the 
middle  of  all  the  blocks  between  Yates  and 
Johnson  streets  to  Wharf  street;  thence 
along  Wharf  street  to  the  old  bridge,  and 
thence  along  the  water  front  to  Fort  street. 
Johnson  street  Ward  includes  all  the  lots  on 
the  sonth  side  of  Johnson  street;  thence 
northerly  along  the  eastern  boundary  of  the 
town  as  laid  down  on  Waddington's  map,  to 
Five  Aore  Lot  XVI;  thence  down  to  Rook 
Bay,  near  the  Gas  Works  ;  thence  it  crosses 
tbe  harbor  and  lakes  in  all  the  Indian  Re 
serve  and  all  the  squares  in  Viotoria  West, 
laid  down  in  Waddington's  map,  1853. 


satisfaction  to  the  press,  which  is  the  month- 
piece  of  the  people.    It  commenced  its  pe- 
culiar line  of  polioy  by  making  tbe  Legisla- 
tive Counoil  elective.    It  then  secularized 
the  Clergy  Reserves,  and  sanctioned  the 
payment  from  the  treasury  of  the  Seignorial 
Redemption.    Every  pledge  was  forfeited, 
and  power,  instead  of  being  employed  for 
the  general  good,  was  employed  for  personal 
purposes.    The  Ministry  lacked  morality, 
and  private  interests  were  preserved  at  that 
heavy  cost  to  the  commonwealth— the  ne- 
glect of  publio  one.   It  was  whispered  that 
a  statesman  at  once  president  of  the  Execu- 
tive Counoil  and  the  Grand  Trunk  Raiway, 
made  large  grants  on  the  one  band,  that  be 
might  derive  emolument  therefrom  upon  the 
other — that  he  employed  such  patronage  for 
politioal  purposes,  and  that  the  subordinates 
took  good  care  to  feather  their  own  nests 
in  dividing  a  portion  of  the  spoils.  At 
the  same   moment   there   were  sundry 
money  transactions  taking  place  as  early 
as  1858  of  a  very   doubtful  character. 
Monies  were  deposited  in  au  unauthorized  way 
in  a  doubtful  bank,  and  one  fine  morning  this 
doubtful  bank  stopped  payment.    It  was  dis- 
covered that  a  member  of  parliament  bod 
bought  lor  86,  at  a  long  credit,  securities  which 
be  sold  to  the  Treasmy  at  95  for  casb,  and 
that  a  financial  agent  of  tbe  Province  disposed 
of  an  enormously  large  amount  ot  Provincial 
debentures  at  a  time  when  there  was  no  de- 
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first  attracts  our  atten- 


Tbe  military 
tion.  This  is  a  military  age,  and  Canada  is 
determined  not  to  linger  in  tbe  rear.  It  was 
proposed  that  twenty  thousand  men  should  con- 
stitute from  this  year  an  effective  militia  force, 
and  this  added  to  tbe  ten  thousand  volunteers 
would  cost  tbe  country  about  $500,000  a  year 
A  word  as  to  the  Canada  militia.  We  are  told 
by  a  member  of  tbe  Provincial  Parliament, 
that  it  is  an  ancient  service,  and  antiquity  is  a 
high  recommendation,  even  with  men  who  are 
not  distinguished  ornaments  of  the  society  of 
British  Dryasdusts.  There  never  was  a  time 
when  Canada  was  without  a  militia.  Before 
Lower  Caoada  passed  away  from  French  role 
there  was  a  militia,  and  a  militia  organization 
has  existed  In  Upper  Canada  since  the  year 
1791.  In  1812  both  cheerfully  united  and 
came  forward,  in  obedience  to  tbe  call  of  dan- 
ger.  Although  this  united  force  was  weak,  it 


held  its  own,  fought  manfully  side  by  side  with 
tbe  gallant  British  troops  then  quartered  in 
Canada,  and  the  result  this  day  is  that  Canada 
is  one  of  tbe  brightest  jewels  in  tbe  British 
Crown,  to  which  it  owes,  and  is  prond  of 
owing  allegiance.  In  years  of  peace  this  force 
fell  into  desuetude,  and  no  steps  were  taken  to 
revive  it  before  tbe  year  1846,  when  a  bill  was 
brought  into  the  House  during  tbe  adminis- 
tration of  Mr.  Draper,  and  supported  by  a  pow- 
erful opposition  headed  by  Mr.  Lafentaine  and 
Sir  Etienne  Tache,  in  a  manner  which  is  beyond 
all  praise.  The  time  of  danger  is  no  time  for  tbe 
joggles  of  state  craft ;  at  that  boor  party  poli- 
ties and  humbug,  everything  must  be  kicked 
away  whioh  is  calculated  to  interfere  in  any 
way  with  that  onion  whioh  is  strength. 
Politioal  stratagem,  blind  adherence  to  con- 
ventional forms  and  party  strife,  are  all  very 
well  in  peace,  bnt  nothing  is  more  oalcuiated 
to  overthrow  the  old  politioal  ooaoh  than 
such  rugged  rooks  in  the  stirring  times  of 
war.  In  1854  the  likelihood  of  a  Crimean 
war  loomed  lika  soma  terrible  reef  at  sea  in 
the  political  horizon.  The  Imperial  Govern- 
ment was  eompelled  to  withdraw  nearly  the 
whole  of  its  troops  from  Canada,  and  the 
Colony  was  plainly  told  that  it  most  rely 
upon  its  own  arm  and  depend  chiefly  upon 
its  own  exertions  to  maintain  order  within 
its  boundaries,  and  to  meet  any  sudden 
and  unexpected  danger  which  might  arise 
from  without.  In  order  to  strengthen  the 
Province  for  the  trying  task  before  it,  tbe  Im- 
perial Government,  actuated  by  the  most 
liberal  spirit,  banded  over  to  the  Provinoial 
Government  the  lands  granted  for  military 
purposes,  with  tbe  exception  merely  of 
those  which  were  actually  required  for  the 
defences  at  Kingston,  Montreal,  and  Quo- 
bee.  Accordingly,  in  1855  a  bill  for  the  re- 
organisation of  the  militia  was  brought  for- 
ward, which  provided  for  the  organization  of 
a  force  not  exceeding  5000  men,  and  that 
bill  became  law.  The  details  of  the  new 
militia  bill  brought  forward  on  the  6th  of 
May  were  disapproved  however  by  the  Min- 
isters, who  sustained  a  defeat,  and  resigned  to 
ce  room  for  their  betters. 
Tbe  old  Canadian  Ministry  gave  little 


maud  for  money,  at  tbe  lowest  price  they  ever 
reached  in  tbe  disastrous  year  1857.  It  was 
discovered,  moreover,  that  tbe  true  price  paid 
for  such  securities  was  much  less  in  reality 
than  it  appeared  to  be,  owing  to  a  heavy  com- 
mission charged  by  tbe  agents,  and  coupled 
with  the  fact  that  they  were  issued  with  ac- 
crued interest.  We  bave  no  hesitation  in  saying 
that  it  was  such  transparent  charlatary,  such 
unutterablo  scandals  as  these,  readily  multi- 
plied by  observant  politicians,  and  not  simply 
a  defeat  upon  the  Militia  Bill,  which  ended  in 
the  dowofall  of  tbe  Ministry.  Speakiog  of  tbe 
ex-Ministers,  the  Montreal  Weekly  Herald 
itirically  remarks  :  "After  years  o!  office  they 
bave  reduced  tbe  Treasury  to  ruin. — therefore 
they  pathetically  exhort  the  coming  ministry 
to  lose  not  a  moment  in  repairing  the  evil 
which  has  been  done — not  even  the  moment 
required  to  examine  the  extent  of  that  evil — 
and  deliberate  on  tbe  means  of  repairing  it 
Also,  that  having  gone  through  all  the  uu 
doubted  danger  of  tbe  Trent  affair  without 
once  doing  any  one  tbiog  for  the  defence  or 
tbe  country,  therefore  their  successors  must 
have  no  option  as  to  tbe  time  of  proposing 
Militia  Bill  when  all  apprehension  of  im- 
mediate danger  is  a  transparent  sham." 

There  is  an  able  article  on  "  International 
Courtesies  and  tbe  London  Timet"  in  the 
Toronto  Weekly  Globe  of  June  13th.  Tbe 
Time*  of  course  has  altered  its  views 
American  affairs  just  as  often  as  the  British 
public  have  altered  their  own  views  on  sucb 
matters.  First,  the  Northerners  would  not 
fight ;  and  then  they  could  not  fight  on  account 
of  tbe  strain  on  their  finances.  Then  the 
blockade  was  ineffectual,  and  tbe  North  would 
be  crushed  on  carrying  war  into  tbe  enem 
camp.  None  of  these  predictions  having  come 
true,  the  Times  is  advised  to  bold  its  tongue 
on  American  affairs,  and  to  deal  with  topics 

on  which  it  is  better  informed,  and  less  deeply 
prejudiced.  Tbe  Timet  is  not  more  infallible 
er  consistent  after  all  than  its  most  highly 
educated  readers,  and  the  mosquito  sting  of 
rival  editor  will  neither  affect  the  mighty  voice 
of  its  thunders  or  its  world-wide  circulation.

THB  CLERK  OF  THB  POLICE  COURT  MISSING  WITH 
£233  IN  HIS  POSSBSBIOB. 

On  Thursday  evening  last.  Henry  George 
Owen,  Clerk  of  the  Victoria  Police  Court,  was 
despatched  to  New  Westminster  by  Mr.  Pem- 
bertoa  to  draw  from  the  British  Columbian 
Treasury  the  sum  of  £233,  due  this  Colony 
on  account  ol  the  Royal  Hospital.   Mr.  Owen 
took  passage  on  the  steamer  Otter,  reaching 
New  Westminster  the  next  day,  and  told  Capt. 
Lewis,  on  the  same  afternoon,  that  be  had  ob- 
tained the  cash,  and  should  return  to  Victoria 
with  him.   Capt.  Lewis  saw  him  on  the  even- 
ing of  the  same  day  at  the  Colonial  Hotel,  and 
informed  him  that  the  Otter  would  start  at  3 
o'clock  the  next  morning.   Owen  replied  that 
he  would  be  ready,  and  Lewis  left  him  and 
went  on  board  the  Otter,  and  at  the  hour  in- 
dicated  left  for  this  port,  without  the  clerk 
having  made  his  appearanoe  on  board.  On 
the  return  of  the  Otter  te  this  place  on  Satur- 
day, the  police  authorities  were  not  a  little 
surprised  to  find  that  Owen  was  not  aboard, 
and  suspecting  something  had  happened,  Mr. 
Smith,  acting  Superintendent,  departed  for 
New  Westminster  on  Monday  night  in  search 
othim.  The  Otter  returned  here  yesterday

■ttikingly  neglected  in  «his  Colony,  at  pres- 
ent, than  agriculture.  Yet  it  would  be  diffi- 
cult to  name  an  industrial  pursuit  more  in- 
dispensable to  our  Colonial  prosperity,  or 
attended  with  larger  ultimate  remuneration. 
We  can  scarcely  be  said  to  possess  full  evi- 
dence of  permanence,  as  a  community,  while 
dependent  so    extensively  upon  foreign 
neighbors,  even  for  the  common  necessaries 
of  life.    The  fallacy  has  unaccountably 
taken  wing  that  the  island  is  in  a  remark- 
able degree  nosuited  for  farming  operations. 
In  the  elaborate  esaay  of  Col.  Grant,  con- 
tributed to  the  ■  Transactions  of  the  Royal 
Geographical  Society"  in  1857,  this  view  of 
the  subject  obtains  considerable  prominence, 
and  no  article  of  weight  that  has  since  ap- 
peared in  the  press  nf  Great  Britain  on  our 
agricultural  resources,  as  far  as  we  know, 
has  done  the  Colony,  in  this  respect,  the 
justice  it  merits.   The  prevailing  impres- 
sion at  a  distance  seems  to  be  that  our  insu- 
lar settlement  is  a  forbidding  aggregate  of 
rock,  mountain,  swamp  and  forest-almost 
unrelieved  by  a  single  patch  of  arable  land, 
and  that  whatever  insignificant  portions  con. 


.  The  winds  that  at  the  present 
season  come  from  the  south,  charged  with 
warm  moisture  and  oppress  the  atmosphere  of 
northern  regions  in  other  longitudes  with  sultri- 
ness, have,  by  contact  with  the  neighboring 
snowy  heights,  their  humid  element  condensed 
and  their  excess  of  caloric  absorbed,  and  are, 
as  by  a  magic  touch,  transmuted  into  breezes 

"Mild  as  when  Zsphyrus  on  Flora  breathes." 
Heated  under-currenta  from  the  tropics,  pro- 
ducing climatical  effects  resembling  those  which 
result  from  the  agency  of  the  Gulf  Stream  in 
tho  Atlantic,  soften  the  rigors  of  winter,  as 
the  boreal  action  we  have  described  is  believed 
to  cool  the  scorching  heats  of  rummer.  From 
observations  taken  daily  in  this  city  during 
Ube  years  1860-61,  at  9  a.  m.,  3  p.  m.,  and  9 
p.  m.,  it  appears  that  the  lowest  mean  of 
he  thermometer,  in  that  period,  occurred  in 
the  31  days  of  December,  '60,  when  the  range 
of  that  instrument  averaged  41.22 
nine  days  in  July,  1861,  indicated  the  highest 
mean,  which  is  marked  60,  97.  Though 
thunder  storms  are  sometimes  audible  in  the 
,iul  during  the  dog-days,  the  electric  flash 
is  rarely  visible  by  us.

them  at  once  unprofitable  to  capitalists  and 
impossible  to  those  of  narrower  means 
The  hand  of  nature,  it  is  admitted,  has 
placed  at  human  disposal  in  this  and  the 
sister  Colony  a  much  smaller  extent  of 
bounteous  soil  in  proportion  to  gross  area 
than  has  been  conferred  on  tho  adjacent  and 
more  favored  States  of  Oregon  aud  Califor- 
nia.   But  past  explorations  ot  the  interior — 
provoltingly  tardy  and  limited  though  they 
have  been- justify  the  persuasion  that  there 
are  vast  tracts  of  land  in  the  several  districts 
ot  theSsland  possessing  qualities  that  would 
abundantly  reward  cultivation,  and  capable 
of  sustaining  a  population  of  millions.  Any 
knowledge  we  have  acquired  of  British  Co- 
lumbia tempts  us  to  hazard  the  assertion 
that  there  is  probably  more  land  available 
for  crops  here— that  is  compared  with  the 
entire  area— than  in  that  Colony.    With  the 
knowledge  of  these  sober  facts,  taken  in 
connection  with  contiguousness  to  a  large 
and  growing  market,  it  were  infatuation  on 
the  part  of  the  farmers— skilful  and  respect- 
able, bnt  not  rich— in  England  and  in  other 
parts  of  the  British  Empire,  to  struggle  on 
with  high  rents  and  low  prices,  while  so  pre 
cions  an  opportunity  invites  them  to  beoorai 
owners  of  land  at  a  small  figure,  with  the 
assurance  of  a  superior  market  for  their  pro- 
duce. 

We  are  not  ignorant  of  the  bewitching 
character  of  commercial  and  mining  enter- 
prise at  the  opening  of  an  auriferous  coun 
try,  from  the  prospect  held  out  in  those  un- 
dertakings of  large  and  immediate  returns. 
It  is  not  unnatural  that  immigrants,  incited 
by  exceptional  instances  of  brilliant  success, 
should  betray  the  romantic  desire  of  sud- 
denly winning  the  btniles  and  gifts  of  for- 
tune.   But  their  impatience  may  well  be 
restrained  and  their  expectations  moderated 
by  contemplating  the  bitter  truth  that  in 
mining  and  trading  speculations,  blanks 
have  usually  been  the  ru/e  and  prizes  the 
exception.    It  is  not  inteuded,  of  course,  by 
this  remark  to  insinuate  that  the  country 
offers  feeble  inducements  to  men  whose  in- 
clinations and  abilities  qualify  thern  to  sue 
ceed  in  these  departments.    But  we  venture 
to  maintain  that  where  farming  is  conducted 
on  this  island  of  Vancouver  with  a  fair 
amount  of  skill,  perseverance  and  economy,  a 
greater  ratio  of  those  who  devote  themselves 
to  that  branch  of  industry  will  in  a  given 
term  attain  comfort  and  independence,  than 
of  persons  following  any  other  sort  of  busi- 
ness.   With  the  view  of  disarming  the  pre- 
judice that  has  so  signally  retarded  the 
extension  of  the  farming  interest  in  our 
midst,  and  of  supporting  the  statements  we 
have  just  made,  it  is  only  necessary  to  soli 
cit  attention  to  a  few  particulars  which  have 
not  obtained  the  publicity  they  deserve. 

The  chmutc  of  the  island  is  rendered  pro- 
verbially genial,  productive  and  salubrious 
from  a  variety  ot  interesting  causes.  The  tern 
pereture  or  our  farthest  southern  latitude, 
which  Is  48°  22',  on  the'  opposite  shore,  is 
equal  to  that  of  Long  Bay,  in  South  Caro- 
lina, which  is  situated  about  15  degrees  fur- 
ther south,  in  the  Atlantic.  But  the  insular 
position  of  this  Colony,  with  other  local  cir- 
cumstances,combine  to  secure  for  it  a  singularly 
equable  climate  and  exemption  from  the  some- 
what more  rigorous  extremes  to  which  the  ex- 
actly opposite  coast  in  the  Gulf  of  Georgia  is 
subject.  Not  only  have  we  the  uniform  testimony 
of  residents  on  the  western  coasts  of  the  North 
American  Continent  in  favor  of  the  mean  tem- 
perature of  the  Pacific  as  being  much  below 
that  .»t  the  Atlantic,  but  we  have  the  author- 
ity .eteorologists  for  the  action  of  cold  un- 
4er ,  ,its  from  the  Arctic  sea,  which  lave

In  July  vegetation  reaches  its  annual 
maturity.    Compared  with  England,  spring 
is  later,  summer  drier,  autumn  longer,  and 
winter  milder.     The  remarks  of  Captain 
Vancouver,  as  quoted  in  the  recently  published 
and  admirable  Prize  Essay  on  this  subject  will 
be  attested  by  the  experience  of  all  who  have 
enjoyed  any  lengthened  residence  in  the  Col 
ony.  "  The  serenity  of  the  climate,  and  the 
abundant  fertility  that  unassisted  nature  puts 
ortb,  require  only  to  be  enriched  by  the  in- 
dustry of  man  to  render  it  the  most  lovely 
country  that  can  be  imagined,  whilst  tho  labor 
of  the  inhabitants  would  be  amply  rewarded 
in  the  bounties  which  nature  seems  ready  to 
bestow  on  cultivation." 

Passing  from  the  consideration  of  the 
climate  we  may  glance  at  tki  toile  of  the 
Colony,.   It  is  to  be  regretted  for  the  sake  of 
agriculturists  that  the  upheaval  of  this 
island  above  the  surface  of  the  ocean  did 
not  take  place  at  a  much  earlier  geologioal 
period.   From  the  unerring  intimations  of 
geology,  in  the  character  and  distribution  of 
its  soils,  we  infer  its  recent  elevation,  by 
volcanic  agency.    The  preponderating  soil 
on  the  higher  levels  is  of  a  poor  gravelly  de- 
scription, with  but  a  thin  layer  of  vegetable 
mould  and  covered  by  gigantic  timber 
This  quality  of  soil  exhibits  the  deposit  of 
northern  drift  that  had  accumulated  in  cer 
tain  sections  of  the  country  while  the  land 
was  submerged;  these  places  being  just 
saved  from  absolute  sterility  by  the  decayed 
foliage  of  trees  and  grasses  that  has  for  ages 
been  shed  to  cover  their  nakedness.    Had  a 
ew  more  decades  ot  centuries  happened  to 
elapse,  subsequent  to  the  emerging  of  tbo 
island  and  before  civilization  was  directed 
hither,  there  can  be  no  doubt  that  the  kind 
of  soil  referred  to  would  have  become  im- 
mensely improved.    But  it  is  not  unknown 
in  England  and  Canada  that  gravelly  soil, 
unmatched  for  poverty  by  any  in  this  island 
ha*,  by  an  admixture  of  clay  and  manure, 
been  made  quite  equal  to  soils  containing 
naturally  more  fertile  qualities— the  former 
element  imparting  tenacity  for  the  retention 
of  heat  and  moisture,  and  the  latter  creating 
a  loamy  ingredient.   Rich  sandy  loams  are 
found,  but  are  exclusively  confined,  as  might 
be  expected,  to  valleys  and  slopes  of  various 
dimensions,  which,  however,  greet  the  eye

They 
have  predicted  that  nothing  but  evil  would 
result  to  the  country  and  the  immigrants 
from  the  influx,  whilst  there  is  every  pros- 
pect, if  the  Board  be  properly  organized 
and  the  right  steps  taken  to  further  its  ob- 
jects, that  it  will  prove  a  blessing  to  both. 
We  have  had  quite  enough  fiddle-faddling 
—too    muoh    growling,    and    too  little 
real  work  for  so  young  a  colony.  While 
everybody  has  been  ready  and  anxious  to 
offer  advice  to  new-comeas,  whether  solicited 
or  not,  nothing  has  yet  been  done  for  their  re 
lief.    We  are,  therefore,  pleased  to  have  it

But  it  is  roughly  estimated  that  there  are 
at  least  250,000  acres  of  farming  land  in  the 

districts  of  Victoria,  Saanioh,  Cowitchatt 
and  Nanaimo;  not  to  speak  of  available 
tracts  that  may  yet  be  found  in  the  imper- 
fectly explored  interval  lying  between  the 
two  latter  localities.  In  Saanlch,  which 
embraces  an  area  of  37  square  miles,  there 
are  at  present  settlers,  inoluding  women  and 
children,  numbering  more  than  100.  These 
severally  occupy  farms  ranging  from  50  to 
1500  acres,  and  their  tenements  contain  a 
high  proportion  of  clear  land,  combining 
calcareous  and  arenacious  properties,  to- 
gether with  humus — these  soils  resting  gen- 
©Tilly  on  a  clayey  but  sometimes  on  a  grav- 
elly  stratum.    Outs,  timothy,  barley,  wheat, 


ing  and  intelligent  men  who  could  offer  the 
former  a  reasonable  consideration  to  quit :  nor 
would  this  course  be  otherwise  than  advan- 
tageous to  the  new  purchasers. 

It  is  marvellous  that  the  moat  baaty  in  - 
spection  of  ike  prices  realized  for  produce  and 
stock  in  Victoria,  should  nut  awaken  excite- 
ment in  the  prosecution  of  iidand  farming  as 
the  gold  of  Cariboo  has  attracted  to  the 
country  mining  adventurers.

greater  part  comprises  rook  and  mountain,    Bu,  ,ne  establishment  of  the  grist-mills  at 


all  the  green  crops  and  every  kind  of  garden 
fruit  grow  there  in  great  perfection.  This 
description  applies  to  the  districts  of  Cow- 
itchan,  Comiaken,  Quamichan,  Soiner.os, 
and  Shawnigan  with  this  exception  that 
clear  prairie  does  not  exist  to  the  same  ex- 
tent, and  that  the  turf  has  scarcely  in  any 
instance  been  as  yet  turned  in  those  places — 
some  of  the  land  being  held  by  speculators. 
The  total  area  of  the  last  mentioned  five 
distriots  is  set  down  at  57,658  acres,  of 
which  50,000  are  deemed  superior  in  qual- 
ity and  the  remaining  7600  as  good  for  the 
.  general  objects  of  agriculture.  Numerous 
sections  in  these  parts  are  still  unpre-erapted 
and  it  is  aaid  that  a  sufficient  amount  of 
good  land  exists  in  them  eolletively  to  pro- 
vide  farm,  for  500  or  600  famines.    In  the 
vicinity  of  the  same  connected  districts  lies 
Admiralty  Island — better  known  as  Salt 
Spring  Island,  from  briny  springs  which  it 
oontains.    Its  area  is  90  square  miles.  This 
district,  already  inhabited  by  about  60  souls, 
boasts  much  excellent  land  and  is  being 
improved  as  rapidly  as  the  narrow  circum- 
stances of  the  settlers  permit.  Convenient 
to  Nanaimo,  grazing  land  abounds  and  in 
what  is  called  the  cedar  district  there  are 
11,000  acres  available  for  the  plough.  The 
Comax  country,  which  is  north  of  that  prom 
ising  mineral  depot,  is  estimated  to  contain 
300,0o0  acres  of  good  arable  land,  a  vast 
part  of  which  consists  of  fertile  prairie. 
The  Sooke,  Lake,  and  Esquimalt  districts 
are  chiefly  suitable  for  stock-raising,  though 
several  large  patches  have  been  placed  un- 
der crop  and  have  borne  abundantly.  Dr. 
Forbes  gives  the  average  production  of 
wheat  in  the  country  at  from  25  to  30 
bushels  per  acre— 641bs.  to  the  bushel; 
oats  70  bushels  to  the  acre  :  weight  36 
to  46lbs.;    potatoes  200  bushels  per  acre 
and  upwards,  and  of  better  quality  than  those 
raised  in  Oregon  or  "Washington  Territory. 
The  yield  of  barley  varies  from  24  to^O 
bushels  per  acre,  according  to  the  quality  and 
cultivation  of  the  land,  and  is  preferred  by 
brewers  and  others  to  the  same  product  im- 
ported from  California.   Largo  tracts  of  land, 
heavily  timbered,  that  are  at  present  passed 
over  as  comparatively  valueless,  will  be  largely 
sought,  cleared  and  tilled  as  population  in- 
creases, and  farming  labor  becomes  more  cheap 
and  plentiful.   Emigrants  arriving  at  this  early 
"state  of  Colonial  progress,  ignorant  of  the 
amount  of  land  in  the  hands  of  companies  and 
private  individuals,  and  of  the  considerable  pe- 
riod  during  which  it  ha.  been  held,  expect  to  be 
able  to  select  for  purchase, sections  within  easy 
distance  of  Victoria,  on  more  nominal  terras  ; 
and  are  consequently  surprised  to  find  farms  held 
at  a  figure  bo  much  higher  than  tbey  antici- 
pated.  The  Hudson  Bay  and  Paget  Hound 
Companies  with  oertain  of  the  officials  of  those 
companies,  in  their  private  capacity,  owns  in 
different  districts,  at  least  15,000  acres  ol  land, 
the  price  of  which  several  years  ago  was  £l 
per  acre.   But  if  the  gold  mines  of  British 
Columbia  continue  to  develop  favorably,  a. 
as  they  give  every  promise  of  doing,  Victoria 
will  inevitably  expand  into  a  commercial  entre- 
pot, second  only  to  San  Francisco,  il  inferior 
even  to  that  city.   An  experienced  farmer, 
from  the  present  pro 
settlement,  400  or  500 
ithin  15  miles  of  Victoria, 
tolerably  open  and  partially  cultivated, at  $20 
or  $30  per  acre,  may  esteem  himself  fortunate 
For  before  us  is  the  analogy  afforded  by  Mel- 
bourne and  San  Francisco, — likewise  emporia 
for  gold- bearing  countries.  Around  those  cities, 
land  has,  in  the  last  dozen  years,  risen  in  value 
some  hundreds  of  dollars  ;  and  there  can  be  no 
doubt  that  money  invested  in  district,  con 
tiguous  to  Victoria  will,  in  a  similar  period  to 
come,  be  multiplied  a  dozen  fold.

distances  convenient  to  the; farming  settle- 
ments would  plaoe  farmers  in  a  position  in 
which  they  need  not  fear  competition  in 
the  kind  of  import  in  question.  Hogs 
increase  at  one  thousand  per  cent.,  if 
systematically  taken  care  of,  and  must  al- 
ways secure  a  ready  sale  among  the  Chinese 
and  for  the  regular  supply  of  the  mines. 
Cured  bacon,  which  sells  in  the  Eastatfrom 
10  to  12  cent.,  and  in  Oregon  at  from  12  to  15 
cent,  per  lb.  readily  brings  in  Victoria  from 
15  to  16  cent,  and  Irom  17  to  20  cents  respec- 
tively. There  is  nothing  to  prevent  oar  farmers 
competing  favorably,  in  this  article,  with 
foreign  markets,  and  besides  getting  a  foil  pro- 
fit, save  freight  from  the  ports  whence  we  are 
now  supplied  with  it.  Butter  that  in  the  East- 
ern States  costs  from  15  to  20  cents  per  lb., 
ind  itt  CaJIfof  gja  from  2g  to  35  cent,  per  lb., 
is  sold  here,  in  retail,  at  50  cents  per  lb.  The 
annual  increase  of  sheep  is  00  per  cent.  A. 
for  meat,  which  retails  at  20  cents  per  lb.,  it  is 
well  known  that  not  one  sixteenth  part  of  this 
article  consumed  among  us  is  raised  in  the  is- 
land ;  and  yet  the  profit  on  it  to  dealers  in 
stock  is  enormous !  Eggs  in  the  most  abun- 
dant season,  are  sold  at  50  cents  per  dozen. 
A  full  bearing  orchard  is  calculated  to  nett  to 
its  proprietor,  who  bestowB  suitable  attention 
upon  it,  at  least  $650  an  acre  per  annum  ;  and 
it  is  now  demonstrated  that  the  flavor  of  our 
apples,  pears,  plums,  and  cherries,  especi- 
ally cannot  be  equalled.  How  long  are 
we  to  be  humiliated  and  burdened  by  the 
stale  of  almost  exclusive  dependence  in 
whioh  we  are  placed  for  farming  supplies 
upon  foreign  sources,  with  our  own  prolific 
soil  only  awaiting  the  application  of  oapital 
and  labor  to  yield  us  enough  ? 

Some  have  looked  upon  the  perpetuation 
of  the  Free-port  system  ss  suicidal  to  agri- 
cultural prosperity.  But  such  a  notion  indi- 
cates a  remarkable  want  of  reflection.  If  the 
kinds  of  produce  that  flourish  in  the  island 
can  be  raised  at  the  same  expense  aa 
in  California,  Oregon,  or  Washington  Ter- 
ritory, it  i.  evident  that  our  farmers  must 
have  a  decided  advantage  over  pro- 
ducers in  these  States  who  may  attempt  to 
compete  with  us,  since  they  have  not  only 
to  bear  the  charge  of  transit  from  the  inte- 
rior to  their  plaoe  of  shipment,  but  of  freight 
thence  to  Victoria.  This  latter  item,  espe- 
cially, our  farmers  are  enabled  to  save.  Be- 
sides being  close  to  the  market  and  all  our 
vegetables  with  certain  of  our  cereals  being 
superior  to  what  are  imported  secure  a  pre- 
ference for  those  home  products.  Did  we 
possess  a  general  protective  tariff,  the  higher 
prices  agriculturists  would  have  to  pay  for 
manufactured  imports  would  considerably 
outweigh  any  little  advantage  they  might 
gain  over  our  American  neighbors  in  the  dis- 

Eosing  of  stock  and  produce.  If  on  the  other 
and  the  system  of  protection  were  confined 
to  articles  strictly  agricultural  it  might  be 
attended  with  loss  to  the  community  at  large 
bat  cou'd  not  sensibly  benefit  home  produ- 
cers. We  incline  rather  to  the  argument  that 
if, with  so  lit'.le  talent, energy  and  economy, the 
majority  of  our  farmers  manage  to  keep  their 
heads  above  water,  their  condition  would  be 
incalculably  improved  by  the  possession  of  a 
larger  share  of  these  qualities.  Moreover, 
the  free-port  system  should  be  jealously 
guarded  "  in  all  its  virgin  purity"  lor  if  once 
the  principle  of  taxing  imports  is  acknow- 
ledged it  is  almost  impossible  for  the  govern- 
ment under  the  pressure  of  financial  difficul- 
ties, to  resist  the  temptation  to  extend  the 
application  of  it  from  articles  of  agriculture 
to  those  of  commerce.  The  transition  from 
the  one  sphere  to  the  other  is  easy.  What 
would  then  be  the  result?  The  chief  ele-

All  the  claims 
soera  to  be  increasing  in  richuess.  Antler 
Creek  Flat  is  panning  out  handsomely,  and  no 
claims  arc  for  sale  except  at  exorbitant  prices. 
On  Grouse  Creek  four  claims  are  paying  finely 
—an  average  of  four  ounces  to  the  hand. 
Dave  Potts,  a  well  known  prospector,  while 
wrestling  on  Williams  Creek,  was  thrown  and 
broke  one  ol  his  arms.  The  bone  protruded 
through  the  flesh  and  unable  to  obtain  med- 
ical treatment,  the  arm  mortified.  Dave's 
friends  offered  $1000  to  any  physician  who 
would  save  hi.  arm  ;  but  it  is  feared  that  he  will 
not  only  lorn  that  very  useful  member  but  also 
his  life,  from  lock-jaw.

The  Coast  Route. 

Victoria,  V.  I ,  July  25, 1862. 
Editor  British  Colonist,— With  your  kind 
permission  wc  would  like  to  make  one  or  two 
remarks  in  your  paper  oo  the  Coast  Route 
from  the  Bentiuck  Arm  to  the  Fraser,  over 
which  we  passed  lust  mouth,  on  our  way  to  the 
Cariboo  Mines.  We  desire  more  particularly 
to  do  so  alter  reading  several  statements,  which 
have  recently  appeured,  calculated  to  mislead 
the  public  about  this  route. 

We  left  here  on  the  12th  of  May,  oo  the 
Victoria  Picket,  with  Mr.  Pearsou,  and  ar- 
rived at  the  North  Bentiuck  Arm  on  tbe  27th 
of  the  same  month.  We  remained  four  days 
at  the  Arm,  and  then  started  to  go  through  to 
the  Fruser.  After  leaving  the  slide  we  found 
the  country  very  level  all  the  way,  indeed  no 
more  level  country  could  be  desired  for  a  road  ;

Resignation  or  Road  Commissioners. — The 
Board  of  Commissioners  tor  the  Road  District 
of  Esquimalt  Town,  have  sent  in  their  resig- 
nations to  the  Governor.  We  are  told  that  no 
amount  of  money  would  compensate  them  for 
the  annoyances  which  they  were  compelled  to 
undergo  in  the  enforcement  of  the  provisions 
of  the  Road  Act.  After  furnishing  a  short 
statement  of  their  doings  for  the  year,  the 
Commissioners,  iu  their  communication,  say  : 

•  Our  Overseer  has  resigned,  saying  that  no 
amount  of  pay  would  induce  him  to  again  en- 
force collection  of  taxes  as  per  lioad  Act. 
1860,  and  we,  unremuuerated  and  exposed  to 
continual  annoyance  and  ill-will,  must  do  like- 
wise. 

"The  excessively  unpopular  and  onjast  mode 
of  levying  tbe  read  tax  as  prescribed  in  tbe 
Road  Act,  I860,  and  the  consequent  annoy- 
ance and  ill-will  which  it  has  gained  from  our 
fellow-townsmen,  obliges  us  to  decline  re-enact- 
ing iu  1862  what  we  did  in  1861,  and  there- 
fore we  beg  leave,  one  and  all,  to  tender  our 
resignations.  Our  reasons  lor  not  having  done 
so  at  tbe  close  of  last  year  being  that  we 
hoped  some  more  equitable  mode  of  levying 
road  taxes  would  have  been  adopted  ;  such 
not  having  been  tbe  case,  we  now  baud  in  oar 
Mccouots,  and  decline  being  any  longer  the  me- 
dium of  collecting  and  forcing  unjust  aud  ill- 
advised  taxes,  aud  hope  you  will  at  once  ac- 
quaint His  Excellency  the  Governor  with  our 
joint  resolve.

This  address 
was  characterised  by  some  notable  interruption!. 

In  the  midst  of  a  powerful  denunciation  of  tbe 
conduct  of  the  defendant  Culverwell,  the  learned 
counsel  for  the  plaintiff  was  interruped  by  the 
Voice  of  that  defendant  exclaiming  in  denial  of 
the  allegations  made.  Mr.  Cary  immediately  ap- 
pealed to  the  honorable  Court  for  protection,  which 
was  refused. 

Mr.  Cary,  asserting  the  privilege  of  counsel,  re- 
pealed his  remarks— went  carefully  through  the 
evidence— exposing  the  conduct  of  Culverwell  in 
the  transaction,  and  exonerating  Mr  H.  Nathan 
from  any  principal  share  in  tbe  illegal  and  vexa- 
tious proceedings  of  his  agent,  Culverwell,  and 
concluded  his  appeal  to  the  jury  by  calling  upon 
them  to  mark  their  sense  of  this  tyrannical  and 
unlawful  proceeding  by  substantial  damages. 

The  Chief  Justice  summed  up  moat  carefully, 
going  through  the  evidence  in  detail,  and  the  jury 
having  retired  for  about  an  hour,  found  a  verdict 
for  the  plaintiff— damages  £10. 

Mexican  News.

LiLLOORT,  July  22, 1862. 

Tbe  stocks  in  the  bands  of  merchants  are 
light,  and  have  no  chance  ol  accumulating,  as 
stocks  iu  the  upper  country  are  reported  scarce. 
To  quote  market  price,  at  this  place  with  any 
positive  accuracy  is  impossible,  staple,  varying 
as  much  as  §2  per  100  lbs.  in  a  day.  Flour 
may  be  quoted  at  $22.50,  Beans  #27,  Bacon, 
scarce,  $40  to  $45,  Rice  826. 

An  express  messenger  arrived  from  Cariboo 
on  Saturday  evening,  tba  new.  brought  in  pri- 
vate letter,  wa.  highly  favorable  ;  in  iact 
any  reports  of  last  year  are  altogether  thrown 
iu  the  shade.  Three  new  creek,  just  opened 
are  paying  well.  A  new  claim  adjoining  Grif- 
fins, on  William's  creek,  prospected  $80  in  an 
hour  and  a  half;  Griffin  next  day  was  offered 
$8000  for  half  of  his  claim,  which  be  declined. 

Another  big  strike  has  been  reported  on 
Lightning,  in  the  only  claim  in  fall  working 
order,  $16,000  in  one  day  ! 

Black  Fox,  a  new  creek,  pay*  81,600  per 
day  ;  not  a  doubt  of  this,  Mr.  Editor,  my  in- 
formant is  not  given  to  -  crams." 

Numbers  of  men  who  were  either  unprepared 
or  unfit  for  the  trip  pass  through  here  daily, 
all  bound  down.  Seventy  slept  at  one  ranch, 
a  short  distance  above,  many  of  whom  state 
they  will  start  up  again  when  they  can  "  make 
a  raise.'1 

In  the  immediate  vicinity  on  the  Fraser 
some  few  are  doing  a  steady  thing  of  $5  to  $8 
per  day,  which  men  with  the  Cariboo  fever 
pass  by  in  disgust. 

Mr.  Wesgurth,  the  inspector  of  steamboats, 
has  been  on  a  professional  tour  on  the  Lakes, 
and  fouud  the  several  steamers  *'  coiume  il 
faut." 

Captain  Goulding  of  the  Marzella,  and  Cap- 
tain Taylor  of  the  Champion,  are  each  com- 
mencing to  bnild  steamer,  suitable  to  the  in- 
creased traffic.  Tbe  latter  steamer  is  to  be 
120  feet  long.  The  present  one  across  Lake 
Seaton  is  now  running  twice  daily. 

P.  Smith  Sc  Co.  have  completed  the  tram- 
way bridge  of  70  feet  Bpan  at  the  short 
portage. 

The  machinery  for  Messrs.  Wrights'  boat, 
(to  be  called  the  Enterprise,)  now  building  on 
the  upper  Fraser,  is  on  transit  through  here. 

It  is  contemplated  that  an  opposition  line  of 
coaches  will  be  put  on  tbe  Portages. 

Thirty-two  miles  of  new  road  on  the  Liliooet 
and  Mud  Lake  trail  are  completed,  boards  up 
and  accepted.

In  this  .trait,  India 
will  probably  meet  with  such  encourag- 
ment  as  she  never  before  met  with ;  and 
there  are  firms  in  Manchester  who  have 
already  been  at  considerable  pain,  to  de- 
monstrate that  the  Indian  yarn  ean  be  as 
profitably  and  easily  worked  up  as  the  be.- 1 
Southern  staple ;  and  that  it  produces  as 
good  a  fabric,  and  will  retain  the  dye  as 
well  if  not  better  than  New  Orleans  cotton. 

You  will,  very  probably,  have  already 
heard  of  a  new  source  of  supply  to  which 
tbe  Jamaica  Cotton  Company  has  recently 
called  attention- the  Gossyptum  Arborium 


of  botany,  commonly  known  as  the  "  Peru- 
vian cotton  tree."  This  plant  we  are  to  be- 
lieve, yields  a  far  larger  quantity  of  an  ex- 
cellent staple  than  can  be  grown  on  the  cot- 
ton plant.  We  are  further  assured  that  it 
can  be  cultivated  wherever  maize  may  be 
grown,  aud  that  give,  it  a  pretty  wide  lati- 
tude. In  short,  if  half  of  what  the  Jamaica 
Cotton  Company  tells  us  in  relation  to  this 
tree  be  true,  Manchester  may  soon  be  look- 
ing up,  for  it  would  seem  to  promise  an  un- 
limited supply,  and  at  a  price  as  moderate 
as  fourpeuce  half-penny  per  pound.  Man- 
chester, however,  has  had  so  many  promises 
held  out  to  her  of  late,  and  has  experienced 
so  many  disappointments,  that  I  much  fear 
the  Jamaica  Company  will  find  but  little 
support,  unless  they  put  the  matter  beyond 
question,  by  the  simple  process  of  bringing 
an  abundant  supply  of  the  staple  into  the 
market  ?.t  their  own  ri.k. — London  Corres- 
pondence S.  F.  Bulletin. 

The  Frrncb  Treaty.— The  commercial 
treaty  between  England  and  France  ha.  al- 
ready given  rise  to  a  trial,  which  has  been 
heard  before  two  courts  at  Boulogne-sur-Mer, 
and  i.  now  submitted  on  appeal  to  tbe  com- 
mission established  at  be  Ministry  of  tbe  In- 
terior to  decide  on  all  disputes  of  that  kind. 
A  number  of  boxes  containing  sewing  ma- 
chines were  shipped  in  England  for  France. 
On  tbe  arrival  at  Boulogne,  a  certificate  was 
presented  to  the  Custom-house  officer,  stating 
that  these  articles  were  of  English  manufacture. 
This  certificate  was  signed  by  the  French  Con- 
sul at  Folkestone.  The  Custom-house  officer, 
knowing  that  a  manufactory  ot  sewing  ma- 
chine, exists  at  New  York,  and  seeing  that  the 
boxes  bad  come  by  sea  previous  to  their  being 
shipped  in  England  for  France,  seized  them 
under  pretence  that  the  certificate  of  origin  was 
false.  1'he  cause  was  first  tried  by  Xhejugede 
paix  of  Boulogne.  Tbe  commission  agent  to 
whom  the  cases  were  consigned  contended  that 
the  signature  of  tbe  French  consul  was  decis- 
ive as  to  the  question  of  origin.  The  Imperial 
Procureur  replied  that  tbe  cousul  could  not  be 
held  accountable  lor  the  accuracy  of  the  con- 
tents of  a  certificate  presented  to  him  for  sig- 
nature, aud  that  the  Custom-house  officers  bud 
a  perfect  right,  to  varify  the  accuracy  of  tbe 
certificate.  Thejuge  de  paix  having  decided 
in  favor  of  the  Procureur.  an  appeal  was  made 
to  the  civil  tribunal  of  Boulogue.  The  court 
having  confirmed  the  judgment  of  Xhejuge  de 
paix.  the  case  has  been  referred  to  t  be  com- 
missioners at  tbe  Ministry  of  the  Interior  to 
decide  upon  all  disputes  arising  from  certifi- 
cates of  origin.   _______

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The  Exhibition. 


The  Exhibition  is  still  a  fertile  subject  with 
the  gentlemen  of  the  London  press.   It  is  very 
evident  that  the  building  was  opened  too  early, 
that  the  frescoes  on  the  walls  of  the  vari- 
ous courts  and  departments  were  scarcely  dry, 
and  that  "the  world  and  his  wife,"  always 
thirsting  for  some  novel  fashion,  or  tremendous 
sensation,  bad  not  arrived.  The  World's  Fair 
was  opened  in  a  state  of  incompleteness,  but 
it  passed  unnoticed,  for  the  visitor  was  deter- 
mined to  be  pleased  with  everything,  and  that 
terrible  bug-bear  the  critic,  who  wanders  about 
in  the  paths  of  science  and  art  with  a  big  note- 
book, and  a  stinging  pencil,  had  not  put  on 
those  spectacles  which  reveal  things  as  tbey 
are,  and  not  aa  tbey  seem,  or  ought  to  be.  The 
only  person  who  had  dared  to  criticize  was,  a 
famous  French  "special  correspondent,"  who 
made  himself  ridiculous  in  the  eyes  of  the 
British  public,  by  translating  the  Latin  motto 
inscribed  within  the  building  into  English, 
which  cannot  be  understood  by  Englishmen, 
however  lucid  it  may  appear  to  the  Digger  In- 
dian, or  literary  Gorilla.  The  world  is  com- 
ing.  London  is  alive  with  an  army  of  visitors 
from  the  chilling  Arctic  to  the  sunny  South, 
— from  the  gorgeous  East   only  gorgeous  in 


pictures  and  fairy-tales,— to  the  wild  prairies 
beyond  the  Atlantic.   The  connoiseor  who 
can  detect  a  vein,  where  the  ordinary  specta- 
tor discovers  a  flaw  in  a  perfect  chrysolite, 
has  been  tempted  to  leave  bis  curiosity  shop  to 
digest  the  progress  of  human  invention  since 
the  first  Exhibition  of  1861.    "  Nothing  can 
be  more  agreeable,"  says  the  Illustrated  Lon- 
don News  of  May  31st,  "to  the  friends  of 
-  national  progres*,popular  enlightenment.and  in- 
teresting amusement  than  the  fact  that,  with 
remarkable  rapidity,  the  exhibition,  in  the  last 
two  weeks  which  intervened  between  the  com- 
ing of  the  hundred  thousands,  warmed  up  into 
vigorous  vitality  under  improved  management, 
and  owing  to  the  adoption  of  a  few  simple 
remedial  measures  sufficiently  obvious  to  look- 
ers  on,  has  now  arrived  at  the  point  where  it 
may  fairly  claim  the  merit  of  completion. 
Notably  may  this  be  said  of  the  portion  of  the 
building  which,  it  is  now  discovered,  is  really 
sot  only  a  handsome  but  a  noble  area.  The 
save,  as  it  now  appears  cleared  of  all  obstruc- 
tions to  the  sight  line,  fringed  with  fine  statues 
a>od  other  objects  of  high  art,  and  decorated 
with  tropical  trees,  including  some  of  those 
palms  which  gave  so  picturesque  an  aspect  to 
the  transept  of  the  glass  palace  of  1851,  and 
graced  but  not  unduly  crowded  by  some  of  the 
choicest  specimens  of  onr  own  horticultural 
skill,  presents  a  truly  magnificent  vista  ;  and, 
as  one  sees  it  dotted  with  a  brilliant  crewd  of 
pleased  promcnaders,  one  not  only  does  not  re- 
cognise, but  one  almost  forgets  the  same  space 
which  a  week  or  two  ago  was  the  centre  of 
confusion,  bad  taste,  and  disorder.  Now  in- 
deed, this  portion  of  the  building— this,  which 
we  have  before  called  the  grand  trunk-road  of 
the  exhibition— is  restored  to  its  legitimate 
oses,  and  hostile  criticism,  which  has  been  so 
rampant,  must  begin  to  hide  its  diminished 
bead,  while  those  judicious  observers  who  were 
grieved  rather  than  angered  by  the  waste  of 
capabilities  of  no  common  description  which 
they  believed  they  detected  in  this  section  of 
the  edifice,  find  their  ideas  realised,  and  rejoice 
accordingly."    "A  thing  of  beauty  is  a 
joy  for  ever,"  but  the  exhibition  has  after 
all   no  pretensions  to  beauty,  and  aims 
rather  at  the  useful.    A  piain  wall  paper  or 
a  wall  lightly  washed  with  some  plain  oolor 
pleasing  to  the  eye  but  at  the  tame  time  un 
attractive,  shows  off  pictures  and  other 
work!  of  art  to  the  best  advantage,  and  a 
heavy  structure  may  serve  the  same  purpose 
in  failing  to  detract  the  gase  of  the  speetator 
from  the  ingenuity,  beauty,  or  grandeur  of 
its  thousand  varied  contents.    The  "  Illus- 
trated London  News"  is  great  in  oups;  we 
have  four  "  loving  cups,"  one  dedioated  to 
Wilton,  one  to  Shakspeare,  one  to  Byron, 
and  the  other  to  Burns,  all  of  silver,  designed 
and  modeled  by  Signor  Monti,  and  exeouted 
by  Mr.  C.  F.  Handcock.   We  prefer  the 
vase  dedioated  to  him,  whom  Coleridge 
called  the  "  thousand  souled  Shalcepeare." 
There  are  two  medallions  on  this  vase,  on 
one  of  which  is  represented  Othello  in  the 
council  chamber,  defending  his  love  and 
marriage  against  the  taunts  and  menaces  of 
Brabantio,  on  the  other  Miranda,  when  Fer- 
dinand first  appears  to  bar  in  that  enchanted 
ialand,  and  seems  so  beautiful  to  her  eyes 
that  she  deems  him  a  being  from  some 
fairer  world.   Bound  the  stem  we  bave  Lear, 
Hamlet,  Ophelia,  and  Lady  Macbeth,  nor 
are  Puck,  Titania,  and  Oberon,  forgotten  ; 
two  winged  spirits,  Tragedy  and  Comedy, 
form  the  handles,  and  the  whole 


flourishing  circumstances,  for  they  are  said  I 
to  be  in  treaty  with  the  Commissioners  for 
no  fewer  than  fifty  thousand  tickets.  The 
number  of  persons  visiting  the  Exhibition 
has  increased  from  nine  to  upwards  of  sixteen 
thousand  a  day,  of  whom  more  than  one 
half  pay  half  a  crown  for  their  tiekets.  On 
the  2nd  day  of  June  the  British  public  were 
to  be  admitted  wholesale,  the  soale  of  prices 
being  reduced  to  the  representative  charge 
of  one  shilling.   

Coast  Route  to  Cariboo. 
Editor  British  Coloxibt  :— Through  your 
paper  I  beg  te  make  a  few  remarks,  from  ex- 
perience, relative  to  the  North  Bentinck  Arm 
loute  to  Cariboo.   Making  one  of  a  party  of 
twenty  who  chartered  the  schooner  "  Victoria 
Packet,"  wo  sailed  from  this  port  on  May 
12th,  and  arrived  at  the  mouth  of  Bella-Coula 
River  on  May  27th,  making  a  voyage  of  fifteen 
days,  caused  by  head  winds.   Any  vessel  of 
any  tonnage  can  enter  the  "Arm"  and  sail 
forty  miles,  whioh  will  bring  it  within  a  mile 
of  the  proposed  town  site— to  a  good  anchor- 
age. The  Bella-Coula  River,  almost  as  rapid 
as  the  Fraser,  flows  through  a  valley  seme 
miles  wide,  and  on  either  side  mountains  of 
rock. 

Being  informed  here,  previous  te  leaving, 
that  the  Indians  at  Bella-Coula  were  not  only 
willing  but  anxious  to  pack,  receiving  pay- 
ment in  blankets,  shirts,  tobacco,  &o.,  our 
party  supplied  themselves  with  these  things  in 
large  quantities.  On  arrival  we  found  this  was 
not  the  case,  "but  that  it  has  never  been 

done/'  However,  the  party  engaged  ten,  who 
made  good  promises,  and  who  were  willing  to 
pack  seventy-five  pounds  each,  for  a  big  price 


and  muck&muck.  Arranging  with  the  chief, 
and  paying  before  the  work  wa*  done,  we  get 
canoes  te  carry  provisions,  blankets,  *c.,  to 
the  bead  of  navigation,  f  35  miles)  for  which 
was  paid  alone  twelve  and  a  half  pairs  blankets 
for  each  canoe  aod  four  men,  taking  about 
one  thousand  pounds.  The  canoes  were  pro-^ 
pelled  by  poleiag,  which  took  five  days.     J  be" 

Eorty  took  the  trail,  which  runs  on  the  left 
ank  of  the  river  twenty  miles,  then  crosses  by 
canoes  to  the  right  bank  for  the  remaining 
distance,  ending  at  the  bottom  of  the  "  Slide  " 
some  fifty  miles  from  the  mouth.   The  Slide 
lies  about  an  angle  of  45,  composed  of  loose 
•and,  gravel,  broken  stone,  and  boulders  ;  and 
tea  miles  further  on  the  "precipice"  is  reached, 
which  is  a  gradual  rise  like  a  hog's  back,  with 
a  good  trail  of  a  couple  of  miles,  on  either 
hand  a  deep  ravine,  which  near  the  tap  rises 
almost  perpendicular  over  rocks,  landing  on 
level  ground,  or  rather  rock.   The  remainder 
of  the  way  te  Fort  Alexandria  on  the  Fraser 
is  very  fair,  only  a  few  hills  and  valleys  for 
variety.   The  trail  at  present  is  unfit  hit 
travel.  The  quantity  ef  fallen  timber  is  im- 
mense, sometimes  ten  miles  at  a  stretch.   It  is 
composed  of  pine  six  inches  in  diameter,  but 
close  and  crossing  each  other  at  right  angles 
six  and  eight  deep.   The  trail  goes  ever 
marshes  and  swamps,  which  I  suppose  would 
be  fifty  miles  of  the  whole  distance,  the  water 
and  mud  always  running  over  the  boot  tops. 

From  this  cause  six  of  our  party  fell  siok, 
five  of  whom  recovered,  and  one  was  left  in 
care  of  a  half-breed  at  Fort  Alexandria, 
being  unable  to  proeeed.   Onr  party  came 
through  to  Fort  Alexandria  from  the  top  of 
the  Slide  in  fifteen  days  without  any  provi- 
sions.   Some  of  the  packing  Indians  had 
ran  away,  and  the  few  remaining  had  to  be 
sent  away,  their  employers  finding  they 
were  only  paying  for  an  opportunity  of  find- 
ing them  in  provisions,  and  at  the  end  of  the 
journey  there  would  not  be  anything  to  re 
ceive  out  of  75  lbs.  given  each  to  convey. 
As  the  party  conld  not  get  at  Bella  Coula 
Indians  enough  to  pack  all  their  provisions, 
tbey  were  obliged  to  leave  most  of  their 
grub  behind  in  care  of  the  chief,  who,  I  have 
no  doubt,  will  enjoy  himself  in  eating  for 
once  in  his  life,  as  they  will  never  be  called 
for.   1  advise  no  miuer  to  take  this  way  to 
Cariboo  in  its  present  state.   Animals  can 
not  cross  this  way  yet  and  convey  anything 
There  are  almost  one  hundred  miles  on 


8, 1862. 

Fainso  Gambit*  :— We  arrived  at  the  mouth 
in  eight  days  from  Victoria.  There  Is  hardly 
space  enough  there  on  which  to  build  a  tent. 
It  was  not  possible  to  get  goods  up  with  a  ca- 
noe, so  we  took  the  Flying  Dutchman,  and 
had  to  pay  $100  a  ton  for  goods,  to  take  us  as 
far  as  she  can  go— 25  or  30  miles  below  the 
Big  Canon.  The  river  to  go  up  is  a  very 
dangerous  one,  it  is  nothing  but  elbows  and 
riflies  all  the  way  ;  in  fact,  is  a  bard  road  to 
travel.   We  have  had  to  get  our  own  wood 
all  the  way  up,  which  has  taken  us  four  days. 
Now  we  have  landed  here  and  picked  the  be  t 
place  we  could  get.  aod  it  looks  something 
like  the  Indian  ranch  in  Victoria,  but  we 
would  be  well  satisfied  with  it  if  there  would 
only  be  some  business. 

As  far  as  the  mines  are  concerned,  there  is 
nothing  certain  about  them  yet,  because  the 
river  is  very  high,  and  people  cannot  prospect 
bntall  that  are  here  seem  to  have  confidence 
in  them.   They  say  there  are  about  one  hundred 
people  in  the  country  above  where  we  are,  and 
there  are  about  two  hundred  on  the  way  up. 
There  is  nobody  yet  tbat  con  say  anything 
about  the  couatry.   We  are  all  here  now,  and 
are  going  to  try  the  best  we  can  do.   As  yet 
our  goods  are  on  the  steamer.   I  am  writing 
this  letter  to  you  on  a  sand  hill.  Another 
party  that  left  with  us  from  Victoria  with 
goods,  has  also  settled  on  the  same  place  where 
we  are,  and  therefore  I  think  if  there  is  any- 
thing to  be  made  wo  will  soon  make  this  to  be 
some  kind  of  a  town.   As  yet  there  are  no  In- 
dians here,  but  it  is  expected  tbat  tbey  will 
soon  corns  down,  they  having  gone  up  fishing. 
As  far  as  the  fur  trade  is  concerned,  1  can't  see 
any  show  for  it.  it  is  enly  for  those  that  have 
a  schooner  and  trade  on  the  way  eoming  up 
frem  Victoria  ;  and  what  Iudians  want  most  is 
whisky,  and  the  miners  bave  made  it  as  u  law

In  the  suburbs  of  Adelaide  is  a  village 
called  Norwood  (in  fact  another  square  mile 

of  imaginary  streets  and  squares),  in  imi- 
tation of  the  great  metropolis    In  a  fashion- 
able locality,  called  the  Sydenham  road,  I 
had  the  pleasure  of  renting  a  oottage,  and  I 
can  assure  my  readers  it  was  a  most  classic 
spot,  having  a  parade  on  one  side,  intersected 
by  another  mile  street  of  small  cottages 
culled  tho  Beulah-road,  with  Kensington  in 
the  distance,  not  to  forget  the  aristocratic 
Stepney  on  the  north.   One  sultry  evening, 
after  lighting  the  oandle  in  my  sitting-room, 
I  was  astonished  by  the  almost  immediate 
avalanobe  of  vermin  from  all  sides,  so  that  in 
a  few  minutes  they  perfeotly  eclipsed  the 
oandle  and  I  had  to  retreat.   On  summon* 
ing  the  landlord  he  comprehended  the  diffi- 
culty, and  announced  that  the  white  ants 
were  in  the  floor,  aod  had  eaten  through, 
and  that  the  furniture  must  be  immediately 
removed,  the  floors  taken  up  and  replaced 
with  oement. 

On  removing  the  floor  the  scene  was  most 
ourious.    Some  of  the  joists  were  entirely 
destroyed,  and  pieces  ware  taken  out  almost 
resembling  nst-work,  and  the  clusters  of 
earth  somewhat  similar  to  the  honeycomb, 
whore  the  vermin  secreted,  were  very  extra- 
ordinary and  the  numbers  ineredibly  great 
The  floor  was  nearly  perforated  under  the 
part  where  a  heavy  piano  was  standing,  and 
it  was  surprising  that  it  had  not  fallen  over 
and  half  annihilated  the  unfortunate  pianist 
who  might  have  been  playing  at  the  time 
It  may  readily  be  supposed  that  the  climate 
of  South  Australia  is  most  salubrious  for  the 
growth,  development,  and  agility  of  fleas 
A  more  disgusting  kind  of  relative  is  also 
predominant.

American  Naval  Affairs. 
One  of  the  most  interesting  and  important 
public  documents  recently  laid  before  the 
American  Congress  ie  an  official  letter  ad- 
dressed to  Congress  by  Secretary  Welles, 
urging  that  body  to  take  the  initiatory  steps 
"to  place  the  country  in  the  first  rank  of 
maritime  powers ;"  to  which  end  he  asks  an 
appropriation  of  $30,000,000     "  The  ex- 
perience we  have  had,"  observes  Mr.Welles, 
"  admonishes  us  not  to  permit  a  war  to  oomo 
upon  us  unprepared  ;  yet  such  an  event  may 
be  pending.    A  million  or  two  oi  dollars 
judiciously  expended  at  the  present  time 
may  save  hundrede  of  millions  and  the  hon- 
or of  the  nation  after  hostilities  have  com- 
menced.   The  six  new  iron  war  vessels  now 
building  are  larger  and  far  more  powerful 
than  the  Monitor,  but  the  principle  of  their 
construction  is  the  same.    The  turrets  are 
H  feet  in  diameter  and  11  inches  thiok— 
which  is  three  inchee  thicker  than  the  Moni- 
tor's.

Cr  hour.   The  plates  are  beinn  rolled  in 
aryland  and  Pennsylvania.    All  the  rest 
of  the  iron  for  frames,  fastenings,  to., 
amounting  to  several  tons,  is  being  male  by 
Corning,  Winslow  &Co.,  and  the  Rensselaer 
Iron  Company,  at  their  works  in  Troy.  Four 
of  the  vessels  are  to  be  completed  by  the 
1st  of  August,  and  two  by  the  let  of  Sep- 
tember.    Some  2800  men  are  at  work  upon 
these  six  vessels,  and  it  is  confidently  be- 
lieved by  the  contractors  that  they  will  have 
them  completed  within  the  stipulated  time. 
If  so,  it  will  probably  challenge  the  world 
for  a  parallel  in  meobanioal  achievement. 
An  error  exists  in  the  popular  mind  as  to  the 
sea-going  properties  of  these  vessels — it  be- 
ing generally  supposed  that  they  are  nnsuit- 
ed  to  outside  servioe.    It  was  demonstrated 
by  the  run  of  the  Monitor  from  New  fork  to 
Hampton  Roads  tbat  she  is  as  staunch  and 
safe  as  the  best  modeled  ship.   The  new 
vessels  will  be  equally  safe,  and  well  adapt- 
ed to  eervioe  at  sea.

Mew  Westminster  Memorial. 

The  people  of  British  Columbia— do,  the 
people  of  New  Westminster  haTe  given  op 
conventions  as  a  means  of  originating  mem- 
orials to  the  Home  Government,  and  have 
resorted  to  the  expedient  of  a  public  meet- 
ing, called  under  the  auspices  of  their  Town 
Council.  It  strikes  us  that  the  new  expe- 
dient scarcely  tallies  with  the  letter  of  the 
memorial.  That  document  is  headed — 
"  The  memorial  of  British  subjects,  resident 
in  British  Columbia."  If  instead  of  *>  resi- 
dent in  British  Columbia,"  if  read  "  resident 
in  New  Westminster.  British  Columbia," 
there  Would,  in  oar  opinion,  be  greater  truth 
in  it.  It  is  not  unlikely  that  a  very  few 
persons  from  the  np-river  districts  may  have 
been  present  at  the  meeting;  but  they 
possessed  no  authority  to  apeak  for  their 
districts.  If  there  had  been  a  convention 
in  which  the  river  and  Cariboo  districts 
were  fairly  represented,  then  the  memorial 
might  fairly  and  in  troth  be  said  to  express 
the  views  of "  residents  in  British  Colum- 
bia." though  not  of  the  whole  British  popu- 
lation. We  make  these  remarks  not  from  a 
captious  spirit ;  bat  in  order  to  a  proper  un- 

ef  its  provisions  we  warmly  support ;  others 
we  oppose.   But  we  cannot  second  a  mem 


stead  of  one  tyrant  there  might  be  five.  Two 
members  in  the  Legislative  Assembly  of  British 
Columbia  would  be  equal  to  ninety  in 
the  House  of  Commons ;  and  those  rotes 
would  be  equally  potent  for  good  or  evil,  with 
this  difference,  that  it  would  be  impossible  to 
buy  or  influence  ninety  men,  but  comparatively 
easy  to  bny  or  influence  two.  Iu  any  young 
colony  with  a  small  assembly,  responsible  gov- 
ernment, as  iu  Canada,  would  bo  a  difficulty  ; 
and  were  it  conceded  to  British  Columbia,  it 
would  soon  be  proven  so.  With  a  large  re- 
presentative assembly  the  people  would  pos- 
sess greater  guarantees  of  purity,  independence, 
and  ability  in  the  legislature.  In  a  large  as- 
sembly heads  of  departments  are  allowed  a 
seat ;  but  in  small  ones  their  teats  would  be 
pregnant  with  evil. 

We  fully  believe  that  oar  two  provinces 
ought  to  enjoy  a  responsible  government,  but 
we  would  be  slow  iu  giving  our  consent  to 
grant  members  of  tht  executive  department 
seats.  We  have  had  a  precedent  in  Messrs. 
Gordon  and  Cary.  Extend  twe  to  five  and 
the  evil  would  be  dangerously  augmented.  If 
the  twe  Provinces  were  united,  with  a  repre- 
sentative Assembly  ef  twenty-six  members, 
the  public  would  be  better  protected  than  by 
the  Assembly  of  thirteen  members.  Were  the 
majority  fourteen,  and  the  minority  twelve, 
the  Government  would  have  to  gain  the  sup- 
pert  of  nine  independent  members — a  much 


orial  in  its  entirety  as  the  embodiment  of 
the  feelings  of  British  Columbians  when  we 
are  persuaded  that  it  is  no  snoh  thing.  Our 
opinion  is  that  the  memorial  fully  represents 
the  views  of  that  portion  of  the  people  of 
New  Westminster  who  got  it  up.  A  few 
persons  in  the  upper  country  may  coincide 
with  them  in  its  entirety.  The  majority  of 
the  population  we  are  persuaded  would  differ 
from  them  on  many  points . 

British  Columbians,  as  a  body,  are  unani- 
mously opposed  to  the  present  despotic  form 
of  Government.  They  want  representative 
institutions,  which  includes  the  power  of  the 
people  to  levy  taxes  and  expend  the  money  ac- 
cording to  their  wishes.  They  would  prefer  a 
new  Governor,  one  who  would  reside  in  the 
Colony ;  one  entirely  free  from  any  pre- 
vious alliances,  either  of  business  or  poli- 
tics, in  either  of  oar  two  Provinces.  But 
when  it  is  nrged  that  the  majority  of  the  peo- 
ple are  in  favor  of  responsible  Government 
as  it  exists  in  Canada  or  Australia,  we  believe 
that  something  is  pat  down  to  the  account  of 
the  whole  people  which  they  on  sober  reflec- 
tion would  reject.  Again,  when  the  statement 
is  pat  forth  that  the  people  of  British  Colum- 
bia are  opposed  to  the  onion  of  Vancouver 
Island  and  British  Colombia— to  the  consoli- 
dation of  the  two  Provinces  into  one— it  most 
be  taken  to  be  true  only  so  far  as  it  expresses 
the  opinions  of  a  portion  of  the  people  of  New 
Westminster,  and  a  very  few  persons  in  the 
upper  country.  Whatever  "  heart-burnings 
and  conflicting  local  interests  "  may  follow  a 
union  will  be  chiefly  confined  to  New  West- 
minster. The  interior  towns  and  districts  have 
not  shown,  nor  are  they  likely  to  manifest  any 
very  warm  sympathies  with  the  memorialists 
of  the  Capital  in  their  opposition  to  the  union 
of  the  Provinces,  however  well  tbey  may  agree 
on  other  questions.  Hostility  to  union  in  New 
Westminster  is  a 'sectional  policy,  and  that 
hostility  is  mainly  due  to  a  feeling  of  rivalry 
against  Victoria. 

We  have  no  blame  to  attach  to  those  who 
entertain  such  a  policy.  They  may  think 
their  interests  will  be  best  served  by  opposing 
anion.  So  far  they  are  fully  justified  in  ex- 
pressing strongly  their  convictions  ;  for  if  the 
people  of  New  Westminster  do  not  look  after 
their  interests  no  one  else  will.  We,  however, 
protest  against  that  pert  of  the  memorial  that 
represent  the  "residents  of  British  Colombia  " 
as  opposed  to  nnion.  We  are  persuaded  that 
if  the  question  were  properly  ventilated 
throughout  the  colony,  and  if  the  entire  British 
population  were  afterwards  polled,  the  great 
majority  of  British  residents  would  vote  for 
union.  So  if  we  have  any  advice  at  all  to 
give  ts  the  Imperial  authorities,  it  would  be 
to  unite  the  two  eelonies  irrespective  of  the 
apathy  ef  Vancouver  Island  Legislators,  or 
the  opposition  of  the  citizens  of  New  West- 
minster. 

In  fact,  it  is  difficult  to  see  how  Responsible 
Government  can  be  introduced  into  British 
Colombia  except  it  is  preceded  by  a  anion  of 
the  Provinces.  There  can  be  no  deobt  what- 
ever that  responsible  government  as  it  exists 
in  Canada  would  be  a  dangeroos  experiment 
were  it  attempted  iu  British  Colombia  to-day. 
Such  a  thing  as  a  really  independent  legisla- 
ture conld  scarcely  exist  were  it  institated. 
This  may  be  readily  seen.  At  the  utmost, 
were  a  boose  of  representatives  inaugurated 
there,  it  weald  not  contain  more  than  twelve 
or  thirteen  members.  If  the  Heads  of  Depart* 
mentssatin  the  Hoase — and  they  would  have  to 
do  so  to  possess  a  form  of  government  like  Ca- 
nada—five    seats  would  be  filled.  There 
would  be  the  Attorney  General,  Surveyor 
*  General,    Treasurer,    Postmaster  General, 
sod  Provincial  Secretary.    If  the  House 
were  divided   into  six   on  one  side  and 
seven  on  the  other,  all  that  the  government 
would  have  to  do  would  be  to  gain  the  'support 
of  two  members,  when  tbey  conld  control  the 
country  as  they  pleased.  Two  members  be- 
sides the  official  members  would  be  no  difficult 
thing  to  obtain.  Thus  the  independence  of  the 


two.  There  would  be  a  constitutional  opposi- 
tion of  twelve  members,  and  nine  non-official 

twenty-one  to 


watch  mcasnres.  Whereas,  if  the  prayer  of 
the  memorialists  be  granted,  every  important 
interest  of  British  Columbia  would  be  subject 
to  a  check  of  only  six  or  eight  members,  which 
is  far  too  small.  The  very  thing  that  the  me- 
morialists so  strongly  oppose — that  is  union — 
is  the  only  thing,  in  our  opinion,  that  can  aid 
in  introducing  a  responsible  Government,  with 
the  proper  checks  and  balances.   It  is  this 

only  that  can  peedily  establish  a  legislative 
Assembly  in  which  the  people  can  with  any 
degree  of  safety  allow  heads  of  departments  to 
take  part  in  legislation. 

A  Letter  from  the  "Lost  Debtor." 


A  friend  hss  laid  before  as  a  private  let. 
ter  written  by  Mr.  Thomas  Gordon,  the  Cali 
fornia  debtor  now  confined  in  a  felon'$  cell  at 
the  prison,  from  which  we  are  permitted  to 
make  extracts.  With  the  legal  questions 
involved  in  this  particular  case,  we  feel  that 
we  have  nothing  to  do,  other  than  to  repeat 
what  we  have  evor  urged,  viz.:  the  ex- 
ponging  from  oor  statute  book  of  the  obnox- 
ious and  oppressive  laws  which  at  pre- 
sent exist  eoncerning  debtors.  Mr.  Gor- 
don may  have  the  wealth  of  the  Indies  at 
his  oommand,  or  may  be  as  poor  as  s  church 
mouse  ;  he  may  have  been  correct  and  hon- 
est in  dealing  with  his  fellow-man,  or  he 
may  have  been  the  very  reverse.  All  this 
is  nothing  to  as.  Ws  only  know  that,  hav- 
ing been  arrested  here  as  a  debtor,  he  is  en- 
titled to  a  debtor's  treatment.  This  he  has  a 
right  to  demand,  and  we  are  not  a  little  sur- 
prised that  his  legal  advisers  have  not  before 
insisted  upon  his  removsl  from  the  "  Impe- 
rial "  palace  which  he  now  occupies  to  the 
prison  specially  set  apart  for  debtors.  Here 
are  the  extraets  alluded  to.  They  are  to  the 
point,  and,  so  far  as  the  description  of  the 
writer's  situation  in  jail  is  concerned,  to  our 
certain  knowledge  are  not  over-drawn  in  the 
least:

Communication  from  officers  of  the  Fir<! 
Brigade,  calling  attention  to  the  fact  that  large 
quantities  of  gunpowder  were  stored  in  the 
town,  was  read. 

Commanication  from  officers  of  Fire  Depart- 
ment with  regard  to  the  wants  of  the  Depart- 
ment, viz.:  1.

Franklin  moved  that  the  whole  sum  asked—

Mr.  Harris  seconded  the  motion,  and  compli- 
mented the  Department  for  its  general  effi- 
ciency.

Mr.  Cary  said  Bishop  Demers  was  greatly 
respected  and  had  done  much  good;  but 
there  was  an  objection  to  granting  State  aid 
to  any  particular  seot  Were  we  to  grant 
this  we  should  be  breaking  into  a  system 
established  here  of  separation  of  Church  and 
State,  which  we  had  always  maintained. 
The  whole  country  joined  in  the  feeling. 

Mr.  Helmcken  agreed  with  what  bad 
fallen  from  the  honorable  Attorney  General's 
lips. 

Mr.  Franklin  apprehended  that  the  Bishop 
in  sending  in  the  petition  had  not  observed 
that  an  important  principle  was  involved, 
and  having  now  seen  it,  would  probably  now 
withdraw  it.  All  sects  were  treated  alike  by 
the  Legislature,  and  he  hoped  that  th 
coarse  woold  not  be  departed  from.

£20,000  loan. 

Tbe  Ceencil  amendments  to  tbe  £20,000 
Loan  Bill  was  next  taken  up. 

Mr.  Cary  objected  to  the  Honse  going  into 
Committee  en  tbe  amendments.  The  House 
bad  fixed  the  maximum  rate  of  interest  at 
which  tbe  money  was  to  be  borrowed  at  ten 
per  cent.  The  clause,  as  amended  by  the  Coun- 
cil, fixes  tbe  interest  at  seven  per  cent.  The 
House  would  not  submit  to  any  such  alteration 
by  the  Council.  It  was  clearly  none  of  their 
business,  and  by  taking  the  amendment  into 
consideration  the  House  would  jeopardize  its 
privileges  as  an  elective  body.  He  wonld, 
therefore,  oppose  the  amendments.  He  did  not 
know  but  it  would  be  advisable  to  withdraw 
tbe  bill  and  substitute  another.  And  he  ac- 
cordingly moved  that  a  conference  be  request- 
ed— as  our  assent  to  the  amendment  would  in- 
fringe upon  tbe  rights  of  the  House. 

The  motion  was  seconded  and  carried.  Con- 
ference fixed  for  Friday  next. 

CORRESPONDENCE  REQUESTED. 

Mr.  Harris  gave  notice  that  on  Monday  next 
he  should  ask  for  copies  of  all  correspondence 
which  had  passed  between  this  Government 
and  the  Home  Government  regarding  tbe 
town  site  of  Victoria,  and  also,  copies  of  all 
correspondence  between  His  Excellency  and 
the  Hudson  Bay  Company  regarding  the  same. 

POST  OFFICE  DEFALCATIONS. 

Mr.  Harris  moved  for  a  statement  of  the  de- 
falcations of  D'Ewes,  mte  postmoster,  and  in- 
formation as  to  who  were  his  bondsmen. 

Mr.  Burnaby  said  he  bad  asked  for  a  similar 
statement  and  had  been  informed  in  reply  that 
it  was  impossible  to  arrive  at  a  satisfactory 
statement  regarding  the  affairs. 

Mr.  Cary  said  it  was  impossible  to  arrive  at 
a  correct  statement  of  all  the  defalcations,  bat 
a  statement  could  be  made  of  some  few  defal- 
cations that  were  known. 

Mr.  Harris  wanted  to  know  who  were 
D'Ewes'  bondsmen.  As  a  tax-payer,  he  should 
urge  that  no  man  be  appointed  to  any  respon- 
sible office  without  giving  bonds. 

Mr.  Cary  replied  that  it  was  understood  he 
bad  no  bondsmen. 

The  motion  was  passed. 

POWDER  HAGAZINH. 

House  in  committee  on  the  Powder  Maga- 
zine and  Stamp  Bill,  Mr.  Burnaby  in  the  Chair. 

Messrs.  Tolmie  and  Helmcken  opposed  the 
bill,  claiming  that  it  was  a  municipal  affair 
purely,  and  should  be  left  with  the  town  of 
Victoria  to  pay,  and  not  be  saddled  on  the 
Colony  at  large. 

Messrs.  Harris  and  Cary,  and  the  Chairman, 
considered  that  the  whole  colony  would  be 
benefitted  by  the  erection  of  tbe  proposed 
building. 

Mr.  Helmcken  moved  that  a  tax  ef  %  of  1 
per  cent,  be  levied  on  the  property  in  the 
town  of  Victoria  to  pay  tbe  expense  of  erect, 
ing  tbe  magazine. 

The  motion  was  lost,  and  the  committer; 
agreed  ts  grant  £700  out  of  the  general

Act. 

Mr.  Harris  moved  tbnt  the  oommittee  do 
now  rise  ;  he  was  opposed  to  the  bill. 

The  motion  was  lost,  Mr.  Harris  alone 
voting  in  the  affirmative. 

Mr.  Tolmie  moved  that  the  committee  rise 
and  report  progress. 

Carried  unanimously,  and  the  House  ad- 
journed until  Monday,  at  3,  p.  m. 

Letter  of  Rt  Rev.  Dr.  Demers. 

Editor  British  Colonist  :— I  beg  to  be  al- 
lowed a  small  place  in  your  columns  in  order 
to  explain  my  views  on  the  nature  of  my  peti- 
tion to  the  Government  for  assistance  in  es- 
tablishing a  school  among  the  Cowichan 
tribes,  and  I  think  each  an  explanation  is 
called  for  by  what  was  said  during  the  discus- 
sion that  took  place  two  days  ago  in  the  House 
of  Assembly.  The  principal  objection  to 
granting  my  petition,  as  I  had  anticipated,  is 
that  it  would  favor  sectarian  views.  I  have 
no  objection  to  non-sectarian  principles  among 
tbe  whites,  if  tbey  be  fairly  carried  out ;  be 
cause  tbey  are  able,  or  supposed  to  be  able  to 
support  their  owe  insti tutioas,  churches,  clergy 
and  schools,  though  tbe  contrary  principles  are 
known  to  exist  iu  other  British  Colonies,  and 
work  very  well.  Bat  I  think  tbe  matter  should 
be  considered  in  a  different  point  of  view  when 
the  principle  applies  to  tbe  Indians.  Tbe  Gov- 
ernment buys  their  lands,  to  which  I  have  ao 
objection  ;  and  whilst  on  this  subject,  I  may 
avail  myself  of  tbe  opportunity  te  assure  a 
certain  Honorable  gentleman  that  tbe  Indians 
have  not  Utn  tftUtd  by  tiu  Roman  Catkolu 


Priests,  relative  te  tbe  sale  of  their  lands.  We 
tell  them  that  finally  tbey  shall  have  to  come 
to  terms  with  the  Government,  and  part  with 
tbeir  lands.  But  here  is  the  point  te  which  I 
beg  to  call  tbe  attention  of  the  Legislature 
and  of  all  impartial  men.  Is  not,  then,  the 
Government  in  justice  bound  te  provide  tbe 
means  of  civilizing  and  educating  them  ?  will 
it  not  give  any  support  and  assistance  to  those 
that  undertake  the  arduous  bat  good  work  ? 
I  confess  I  should  be  very  mach  mistaken  if  it 
is  not  the  intention  of  the  Home  Government 
At  all  events,  it  is  a  thing  that  can  be  very 
easily  ascertained. 

I  haTe  been  long  among  tbe  Indians, 
posseas  their  unlimited  confidence,  and  con- 
sequently exercise  a  great  influence  over 
them,  and  if  some  good  has  been  accom- 
plished among  tbem,  it  has  been  the  fruit 
of  unremitting  exertions  and  sacrifices  on 
my  part  and  that  of  my  clergy,  considering 
the  small  means  at  my  disposal. 

Another  class  of  teachers  might  havs  ths 
msans  of  doing  the  work  without  ssking 
public  sid;  bat  oould  tbey  be  forced,  or 
woold  they  attempt  to  foroe  themselves  on 
the  Indians  f  would  it  not  infringe  upon 
tbeir  natural  right  of  choosing  for  them' 
selves  and  of  giving  their  confidence  to 
whom  thev  please  T  would  it  not  be  intro- 
ducing sectarian  views  ? 

As  to  the  intended  school  at  Cowichan, 
which,  in  fact,  as  a  trial,  has  already  been 
commenced  with  very  satisfactory  success, 
it  is  no  more  sectarian  than  oor  schools  in 
Victoria,  which  are  opened  to  children  of 
all  denominations. 

Such  are,  Mr.  Editor,  in  a  few  wotds,  my 
views  on  ths  subject  under  discussion,  and 
by  laying  tbem  before  tbe  public,  you  will 
place  under  your  obligation,

From  a  Mr.  Anderson,  who  arrived  the 
other  day  from  Alexandria,  we  glean  some 
additional  information  concerning  tbe  Bute 
Inlet  explorers.  One  of  the  Indians  aban- 
doned the  party  before  reaching  Bote  Inlet, 
and  another  Indian  refused  to  proceed  on 
account  of  the  swollen  state  of  Bute  River. 
Mr.  Teideman  and  four  others  were  com- 
pelled to  tow  a  large  northern  canoe  up  the 
river,  the  banks  were  overflowed  in  places. 
On  reaching  the  canon,  they  met  with  no 
guides,  as  expected,  and  in  fording  a  stream 
Mr.  Teideman  was  carried  of  his  feet  and 
nearly  lost.  All  his  instruments  were  lost 
by  this  accident.  AH  the  provisions  were 
subsequently  lost,  bat  the  tent  was  secured. 
For  fourteen  days  after  losing  the  provisions 
the  party  subsisted  on  wild  fruit  and  fish 
obtained  from  the  Indians,  who  are  numer- 
ous in  the  interior.  On  arriving  at  Big  Lake 
a  raft  was  constructed,  and  they  palled  over 
it.  A  little  beyond  Chilloootea  a  party  of 
men  from  Bentinek  Arm  was  met,  aad  they 
too  continued  on  to  Alexandria.  Our  inform- 
ant eon  versed  with  Mr.  Teideman  (who  is 
daily  expected  here)  and  he  reported  a  fine 
natural  pass  through  the  Cascades  for  a 
wagon  road.  The  party  were  all  in  good 
health. 

Curious  Custom  at  St.  Petersburgh.  

All  visitors  to  Peterhoff  havs  two  objects  to 
attain— to  see  the  fountains  play  and  to  hear 
the  band  play.  The  former  are  very  curious ; 
many  of  them  very  beautiful,  designed  in 
divers  ways  to  give  effect  and  variety  to  the 
action  of  water.  With  regard  to  the  band- 
playing,  there  is  a  custom  worth  while  men- 
tioning. Every  summer's  evening  two  mili- 
tary bands  perform  alternately  before  the 
palace.  At  nine  o'clock  a  gun  fires,  the 
guard  turns  out,  the  two  bands  unite,  and 
play  the  "  Soldier's  Evening  Hymn."  This 
ended  the  soldiers  (and  after  them  thewhole 
company)  onoover  and  repeat,  in  a  very 
subdued  voice,  the  Lord's  Prayer,  crossing 
themselves  at  the  conclusion ;  after  which 
they  fall  out  and  the  company  disperse. 
The  idea  of  all  this  is  very  beautiful,  and  tbe 
effect  (I  speak  of  what  I  myself  witnessed) 
would  have  been  very  impressive  if  the 
bugle-call,  which  preceded  and  followed  tbe 
devotions,  had  been  clear  and  vigorous  in- 
stead of  weak  and  squeaky.  This  is  not  the 
only  instance  1  met  with  in  Russia  of  a  fine 
sentiment  being  marred  in  the  practice  by 
some  blander  or  want  of  taste  on  the  part  of 
the  performera.  A  richly-vestured  deacon, 
standing  on  the  polished  jasper  floor  of  the 
gorgeous  S.  Izaks,  and  singing  the  sweet- 
flowing  Sclavonic  Litorgy  to  a  plaintive 
ohant,  is  all  very  beautiful,  and  very  solemn- 
ising ;  bat  what  becomes  of  the  beauty  and 
solemnity  when  the  said  deacon  stops  to  snit
